THINK BED OF SEA RAISED. 


Sea Captain Found Only 20 Fathoms in 
Guif Where There Should Be 
60 Fathoms. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., July 21.—A very 
strange phenomenon was discovered a few 
days ago by the master of an incoming 
steamship in making the soundings about 
thirty miles from the jetties. The line 
showed twenty fathoms where there should 
have been at least sixty fathoms. The Cap- 
tain reported this strange shoaling of the 
Gulf to Lieut. Foster, in charge of the 
branch United States Hydrographic Office, 
at the Custom House, in this city, and the 
Lieutenant made it the subject of a special 
report to the Navy Department at Wash- 
ington. 

The discovery led to a thorough survey of 
the bottom, by order of the Government, to 
ascertain the cause of the remarkable 
shoaling which puzzled the commander of 
the steamship. It is believed to be im- 
possible that the sediment of the Missis- 
sippi River could have been carried so 
far out—miles away at sea—and in such 
immense quantities as to reduce the depth 
of water from sixty fathoms, the depth 
observed some years ago, to twenty and 
twenty-five fathoms. The most tenable 
theory is that the bed of the sea was raised 
by some volcanic disturbance.

STOLE CIGARETTES 


Captured After a Chase in Central 
Park Menagerie. 


Said They Were Sons of Millionaires 
and the Affair Was a Prank—Of- 
fered Jewelry to be Released. 


As a result of what appears to be a fool- 
ish prank, two fashionably dressed young 
men, who wore diamond rings, elegant 
watches, and diamond and emerald pins, 
were arrested in Central Park last night 
on a charge of stealing $5 worth of cigar- 


| ettes from Park & Tilford's branch grocery 


store, at Fifth. Avenue and Fiifty-ninth 
Street. 

When arraigned before Sergt. Corbit in 
the Arsenal Police Station the young men 
pleaded to be set at liberty, and one of 
them offered him all his jewelry to let 
them go. ’ 

The prisuners, who were arrested on com- 
plaint of William A. Nelson, chief clerk 
of the Park & Tilford store, entered the 
store about 5:30 o'clock and acted so yucer- 
ly that Nelson said he watched them «los.- 
ly. Finally, Nelson alleges, one vf the 
young men engaged the clerk in conversa- 
tion about some goods, while the other 
strolled away toward the cigar counter. 

When the young men left, Nelson alleged 
that he discovered that a case of imported 
cigarettes had been tampered with, and he 
started in pursuit of the two young men. 
Following them at a distance through the 
Park, he saw them smoking some of the 
cigarettes, and when they: reached the Men- 
agerie, Nelson ran into the Arsenal Sta- 
tion and told his tale to Sergeant Corbit. 

Detectives O'Nil and Ehlers were detailed 
to accompany Nelson back to the me- 
nagerie. When they got: within sight of 
the young men, the latter recognizing Nel- 
son and suspecting that his companions 
were detectives, took to their heels and 
ran through the monkey house. The 
monkey house has but two exits. One de- 
tective ran around to the further end while 
the other, with Nelson, remained to guard 
the door which the young mem had entered. 

When taken to the Arsenal Station House 
the prisoners were intensely indignant at 
their arrest, and at first refused fo give 
their names. Finally, however, Sergt. Cor- 
bit got them to. give the names of Peter 
Brounson, twenty-two years; and William 
Taylor, twenty-three years old. Both saiu 
they were clerks, but absolutely refused to 
give their addresses. 

On being searched six bundles of cigar- 
ettes were found upon them and promptly 
identified by Nelson as the missing prop- 
erty. Upon this, the young men collapsed, 
and declared that they were the sons of 
millionaires whose residences are on Fifth 
Avenue. 

“I lve at 621 Fifth Ayenue with my 
father,’’ cried Brounson hysterically. ‘‘ Let 
us go, Sergeant; it was only a lark. We 
have plenty of money to pay. -for «the 
cigarettes."’ 

“ But you don’t live at 621 Fifth Avenue,” 
observed the Sergeant. “ Mr: B. Morrison 
lives there, and he has no son.” 

Brounson acknowledged he had not told 
the truth, but again refused his,real ad- 
dress. Instead he removed an elegant gold 
watch and chain, a diamond ritig and scarf 
pin, and called upon his compaltion to hand 
over his jewelry, which was with 
trembling alacrity. 

_Brounson offered the jewelry first to 
Nelson, begging him to take it and with- 
draw the charge, and adding to the Ser- 
geant that he would himself be taken cure 
of in the future by the prisoner's father. 

“That don’t go, young man,” replied the 
Sergeant, and Nelson refused to take the 
property. 

Pallid-with fear, the young man then of- 
fered, it is said, to pay the clerk in cash 
for his trouble’in following them. This 
offer was again refused. 

“T'll give you anything in the world that 
money can buy to avoid this!’ exclatmed 
Brounson, and his companion echoed his 
words. ‘‘We are members of prominent 
families, and this arrest will break the 
hearts of our fathers and mothers if it 
comes to their ears! For God's sake, Ser- 
geant, let us go! We did it merely as a 
prank. 

We were in the store and made this 
mistake, not because we hadn't the money 
to buy all the cigarettes our hearts would 
desire, but out of reckless daring. We see 
the folly of it now.”’ 

Out of consideration for the abject misery 
of the prisoners, Sergeant Corbit tele- 
phoned for Thomas Carey, the Superin- 
tendent of the Park & Tilford store, from 
which the young men had taken the cigar- 


ettes. 

On arriving, Mr. Carey looked at the 
prisoners and said with a gesture of con- 
tempt: 

‘Had you been poor men T would prob- 
ably let you go and say nothing about it. 
But in your case there is absolutely no ex- 
cuse. You have plenty of money, and you 
had no need to steal the cigarettes. I in- 
tend to make an example of you.” 

Then the Superintendent walked out of 
the station house. 

This fired the anger of Brounson, who 
exclaimed: 

‘There was no need of his getting 320 
ugly. Why. our fathers could buy the 
firm of Park & Tilford ten times over.” 

Then, taking the Sergeant aside, he re- 
newed his promise to “ square things ” with 
the officer. 

Instead of complying, the Sergeant sent 
both prisoners to the East Sixty-seventh 
Street Station to be locked up for the 
night. Up to a late hour they sent for no 
one to bail them out. 

At Fifth Avenue is the Buckingham 
Hotel. The clerk there admitted that there 
was a Mr. Taylor stopping there. Whether 
he was young or old, or whether he had a 
son by the name of William, the clerk re- 
fused to state.

BY BEGGAR SHE FED.

BALTIMORE’S GREAT STORM. 


Not Enough Workmen Even to Tem- 
porarily Cover Unroofed Houses Yes- 


terday—Many People Injured. 
Special to The New York Times. 

BALTIMORE, July 21.—There were not 
enough tin and sheetiron workers in Bal- 
timore to-day even to cover temporarily 
from the weather the 400 houses that were 
unroofed and flooded by yesterday’s ter- 
rible storm, and another heavy fall of rain 
this evening increased the damage to the 
interiors of many of these unprotected 
dwellings. The tops of numerous houses 
are covered with boards, carpets, rubber 
cloths, and almost everything obtainable 
that. will keep out water. 

It is impossible to estimate the losses 
caused by the flooding of residences. The 
loss of life is no greater than first reported, 
but in addition to the twelve persons 
drowned or killed many were injured whose 
names do not appear on the lists. A num- 
ber of people were cut by flying glass or 
otherwise hurt while trying to protect their 
houses. 

Examination of the Weather Bureau rec- 
ords shows that the velocity of jhe wind, 
sixty-four miles an hour, was the greatest 
this city ever felt. 

The parks and squares present a scene of 
ruin. The streets in some parts of the city 
are littered with tin roofs, trees, and other 


débris. The stock of window glass on 
hand is not sufficient to meet the demand. 
The telegraph and telephone services were 
seriously crippled. Poles as well as wires 
went down, some of the former crushing 
in windows and doing other damage 11 fall- 


ing. 

Several eracked church steeples and the 
large marine observatory on Old Federal 
Hill, which was badly damaged, will have 
to be torn down.

THE PHILADELPHIA 
LEDGER PURCHASED 


Adolph S. Ochs Buys It from the 
Drexel Estate. 


The Famous Newspaper, Conducted for 
Many Years by George W. Childs, 
Changed Owners Yesterday. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 21.—The Phila- 
delphia Public Ledger was to-day pur- 
chased by Adolph 8S. Ochs from George W. 
Childs Drexel and the Drexel estate, and 
Possession was at once given Mr. Ochs. The 
purchase includes all The Public Ledger 
estate, comprising about half a block of 
improved property on Chestnut and Sixth 
Streets, facing Independence Hall. 

The price paid is not made public, but it 
is stated on good authority that over $2,125,- 
000 is involved in the transaction. Mr. 
Ochs has no associates in the transaction, 
except that a substantial interest has been 
acquired by James M. Beck of Philadel- 
phia, who represented the purchaser in 
the negotiations. There is no underwrit- 
ing, and with the exception of Mr. Beck’s 
‘nterest, Mr. Ochs is the sole owner. 

The new owner says there will be no rad- 
ical changes in the appearance or policy of 
The Public Lédger. Mr. Ochs, who is the 
principal owner of THE NEW YORK TIMES, 
Philadelphia Times, and Chattanooga 
Times, when asked if The Philadelphia 
Times, which is now being successfully 
conducted by his brother, George W. Ochs, 
is to be consolidated with The Public 
Ledger, replied: 

** Not at present, perhaps not at all.” 

The Philadelphia Public Ledger is one of 
the oldest and most prosperous newspapers 
in America. 

Mr Ochs’s newspapers are all independ- 
ent in politics and stand for the higher 
ideals of journalism. The Public Ledger 
was notably so conducted by George W. 
Childs and by his successor and godson, 
George W. Childs Drexel, consequently the 
changes promptly made in the style and 
character of The Philadelphia Times when 
its ownership changed a year ago are not 
necessary to The Public Ledger. L. Clarke 
Davis will continue as editor, and John 
Norris of THE NEW YorRK Times will for 
the present act as business manager. 

Mr. Ochs's editorial announcement of the 
change is as follows: 


THE PUBLIC LEDGER. 


“A perfectly conducted newspaper is an 
institution. While men may come and men 
may go, the newspaper goes on forever. 
The Philadelphia Public Ledger is peculiar- 
ly such an institution. It was built on the 
solid foundation of honest, clean journal- 
ism, and, firmly established in the public 
confidence, it has prospered and steadily 
gained in respect and influence. In this 
way it must continue if the men who are 
now to assume its management and enjoy 
its benefits intelligently study their own in- 
terests and have the public welfare at heart. 

“George W.eChilds exemplified in The 
Public Ledger the highest ideals of journal- 
ism with the best practical results, and 
his work and his newspaper have been an 
inspiration to every self-respecting jour- 
nalist. His example gave hope and courage 
to overcome difficulties and withstand the 
temptations that lie in the path of every 
newspaper maker. 

‘“‘In assuming the management and own- 
ership of the Public Ledger I am fully 
aware of the magnitude of the task I un- 
dertake, and of the neccessity of maintain- 
ing Mr. Childs’s standard if the magnifi- 
cent clientele—magnificent in numbers and 
intellectual force—is to be held and main- 
tained, I enter upon this great work and 
assume this responsibility, confident that 
by earnest, faithful labor and by the prac- 
tice of clean journalism, in which I sin- 
cerely believe, the influence of the Ledger 
will not only be maintained but augmented. 

“There shall be no departure from what 
is best in the traditions of The Public 
Ledger. In politics, never neutral, it will 
continue to be an independent newspaper, 
giving conscientious support to the party, 
the principle or the policy that promises 
best for the welfare of the country and the 
maintenance of its institutions. It will 
be fair to all parties, factions, and in- 
dividuals, but outspoken and _ fearless 
egcinst all that is corrupt and dishonest 
in whatever form it may present itself. 
The Public Ledger has no party organized 
ends to serve, no interest but the public 
interest to foster, no friends to favor, no 
encmies to punish. 

“T am gratified to have associated with 
me in the ownership of The Public Ledger 
Mr. James M. Beck, who, for twenty years, 
has been honorably identified with all 
movements for the progress of Philadelphia, 
Mr. L. Clarke Davis, who has been so con- 
spicuously identified with Philadelphia 
journalism for thirty years, and who has 
been the very able and respected editor of 
The Public Ledger since 1894, will con- 
tinue in that capacity, thus insuring a rea- 
sonable continuity of its policy. It will 
stand, as it always has stood, for the wel- 
fare and happiness of the people of Phila- 
delphia, of Pennsylvania, and of the coun- 
try. ADOLPH 8. OCHS.” 

Mr. George W. Childs Drexel also author- 
izes the following statement: 

‘The property has never been in any 
way offered for sale. As it is now and has 
been for many years very profitable, the 
trustees never even considered the question 
of a possible sale until overtures were made 
by Mr. Ochs. They were impressed with 
the fact that the dignity and succe3s with 
whick Mr. Ochs had conducted his other 
newspaper enterprises gave an assurance 
that the property would be safe in his 
keep:ng and in no way lose its character 
and. prestige as one of the established in- 
stitutions of Philadelphia. 

“The subsequent negotiations were con- 
ducted on both sides with candor and fair- 
ness, and a 7 * reached which was mu- 
tually sati¢’ The property passes 
to the purchas, ‘\ the cordial good will 
of the trustee and neirs of the late An- 
thony J. Drexel." 

The Public Ledger was started in 1836 
by Swain, Abell & Simmons, at Third and 
Dock Streets, and’'was sold at 1 cent per 
copy. The paper enjoyed great prosperity, 
and was soon moved to new offices at the 
southwest corner of Third and Chestnut 
Streets. > 

During the civil war the proprietors, 
Messrs. Swain & Abell, retained the 
price at 64 cents per week, though the pur- 
chasing power of a penny had changed. 
The proprietors were unable to agree to in- 
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crease the price of thé paper or the rates 
of advertising during that period, and they 
determined to dispose of their property. 
On Dec. 3, 1864, the newspaper was pur- 
chased by Messrs. A. J. Drexel and George 
W. Childs, and two radical changes were 
made. The price of the paper was doubled 
and the advertising rates were advanced 
to a profitable figure. In discussing the 
situation at that time, Mr. George W. 
Childs, in his ‘“ Recollections,"’ said: 

“The Ledger was already an institu- 
tion of the city; for twenty years it had 
been the established medium of communi- 
cation between employers and employed, 
between buyers and sellers, landlords and 
tenants, bereaved families and their friends. 
To very many people it was a necessity.” 

The Rev. Dr. Prime, in describing Mr. 
Childs's efforts to establish the newspaper 
upon an enduring basis, said? 

*““Mr. Childs excluded from the paper all 
Getails cf disgusting crime; all reports of 
such vice as may not be with propylety 
read aloud in the family; that poison the 
minds of young men, inflame the passions, 
and corrupt the heart; all scandal and 
slang, and that whole class of news which 
constitutes the staple of many dally papers. 
The same rule was applied to the adver- 
tising columns, and from them was ex- 
cluded all that, in any shape or form, 
might be offensive to good morals. He 
made it a family journal. It gained. the 
confidence. of the best people, who became 
its daily readers, and. therefore it was 
sought as the best medium of advertising.” 

On.the 20th of June, 1867, the present 
Ledger building was completed and for- 
mally opened. Mr. Childs died Feb. 3, 1894, 
and the management of the property passed 
to Mr. George W. Childs Drexel, a son of 
Mr. Anthony J. Drexel. 


TIN PLATE TRUST DEFEATED. . 


Plan to Cut Down Wages in Indiana 
Mills Fails.

RICHMOND, Ind., July 21.—The effort of 
the Tin Plate Trust to bring about a re- 
duction of wages in the mills of Indiana 
in order to secure the can contract of the 
Standard Oil Company has ended in com- 
plete failure, the men taking a solid stand 
against it. The action of the men in the 
gas belt forces the trust back to its East- 
ern territory, where there are a few idle 
mills. 

It is expected that the trust will now un- 
dertake to have the Eastern workmen re- 
sume at a reduction of 25 per cent. in the 
wage schedule, in this way handling the 
Standard Oil contract. If the Eastern 
mills should be opened under a wage re- 
duction of 25 per cent. the men in Indiana, 
it is believed, would go on strike and cause 
the Amalgamated Association to call out 
the men in the Eastern mills, : 


TORPEDO FLOTILLA REHEARSES. 


Preparations at Newport for Manoeu- 
vres with North Atlantic Squadron. 
Special to The New York Times. 

NEWPORT, R. I., July 21.—The torpedo 
flotilla, consisting of the torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Decatur and the torpedo boats Bar- 
ney, Bagley, Thornton, Shubrick, and Stock- 
ton, under Lieut. Lloyd H. Chandler, which 
came up from Norfolk last week, haditsfirst 
work to-day preparatory to the manoetlvres 
with the vessels of the North Atlantic 
Squadron in August. The flotilla steamed 
up the bay, where it engaged in fleet move- 
ments and then went outside for further 
drills, These drills will be kept up daily until 
the time for the general naval manoeuvres 
in which the torpedo boats are expected to 
take a prominent part. 

Saturday afternoon a detached party from 
the battleship Massachusetts, in a cutter 
manned by a boatswain and twenty oars- 
men, rowed in from outside and entered 
the Kichemint River, a branch of Nar- 
ragansett Bay, near Warren, and estab- 
lished a temporary camp on shore. Sound- 
ings were taken at the mouth of the river, 
and a general survey was taken of the 


land about Bristol Narrows. This is be- 
Heved to be a part of the work of the ves- 
sels of the North Atlantic Squadron pre- 
paratory, to the general manoeuvres. 


TO INSPECT EAST’S SUBWAYS. 


Chicago Committee on Transportation 
to Visit New York.

CHICAGO, July 21.—The Committee on 
Local Transportation will leave Wednes- 
day over the Lake Shore Road for its in- 
spection of Eastern subway systems. 
Hugo Grosser, City Statistician, fur- 
nished the committee abundant subway 
literature from his files. He presented 
Chairman Bennett with copies of subway 
reports prepared by the Cities of Boston, 
New York, Baltimore, and Philadelphia, so 
that the committeemen could profitably 
and pleasantly engage their time while on 
the cars. 
At the fequest of the committee the draw- 
ing of the municipal subway ordinance has 


been temporarily postponed. Corporation 
Counsel Walker was ordered by the Coun- 
cil to prepare a municipal subway measure. 
He informed the committee that he would 
have to have detailed plans and engineering 
data before he could prepare a valid ordi- 
nance. The committeemen decided that Enp- 
gineer Arnold would not have time to fur- 
nish the data, so the ordinance is a long 
time in the future. 


RURAL MAILS RUIN TRADE. 


Business of Merchants in Country 
Towns Suffering Materially.

ALBANY, July 21.—The country store- 
keeper now has another source of com- 
plaint. The rural mail delivery was hailed 
with delight when it was first placed into 
operation. Now the country storekeeper

hattan-Brooklyn. tunnel, « Besides offering . 
to build that tunnel-for $2,000,000, or, with 
all terminals,: for $3,000,000, ‘they submit- | 
ted another proposition that-if they should, 
receive the contract for $4,000,000 they, 
would promise to construct for the nominal 
sum of $100,000 a stretch of subway along 
Broadway, from Union Square to Forty-! 
second Street, provided the permit to do. 
so should be forthcoming before next July, 

This proposed additional Broadway divis- 
ion. according to the plan submitted by. 
Mr. McDonald, will connect the Fourteenth 
and Forty-second Street stations of the 
subway now being constructed from the 
Post Office to the Bronx. He proposes to 
take thé line across Union Square diag- 
onally and then straight up . Broadway, 
with stations at Twenty-third and Thirty- 
fourth Streets. The unique feature of the 
scheme is an underground arcade extending 
from the Thirty-fourth Street station in 
@ westerly direction to Seventh Avenue, 
there to enter the Manhattan terminal 
station of the Pennsylvania Railroad. 

According to schedule, the bids for the 
Brooklyn tunnel were opened at noon in the 
rooms of the Rapid Transit Commission, 
820 Broadway. Président Orr broke the 
seals of three bids. Two, as indicated above, 
came from the Belmont-McDonald Interests, 
or the Rapid Transit Construction Com- 
pany. The third was submitted by John L. 
Wells, counsel, in behalf of the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company. 

The proposition of the Brooklyn corpora- 
tion was to build the tunnel from Ann 
Street and Broadway, this borough, to 
Fiatbush and Atlantic Avenues, Brooklyn, 
for the sum of $8,000,000, or for $5,000,000 
more than the amount mentioned by the 
rival company, 

Ail the bids contained positive refusals 
to enter into agreements for future trans- 
fer agreements with other companies. In 
each of them 5 cents was named as the 
maximum fare between points on the lines 
of the successful bidder. With each bid 
President Orr received a check for $100,000 
as evidence of good faith. The check of 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company was 
signed by Flower & Co., and those of the 
Belmont-McDonald concern by Treasurer 
Buck of the Rapid Transit Construction 
Company. 

Under the terms of the contract, as fixed 
last month by the commission, the leasa of 
the tunnel is to run only for thirty-five 
years, whereas the M@nhattan-Bronx sub- 
way must remain in the control of the origi« 
nal operating company for fifty years. It 
was provided in the blank form of contract 
that the bidders, at their own option, might 
make offers as to transfer facilities or as 
to any other advantages they could pro- 
pose as especial inducements. The special 
offers of the bidders are mentioned below. 

When President Orr called the meeting to 
order promptly at noon, the room was well 
filled with prominent financiers, engineers, 
and other interested spectators, The Com- 
missioners present were Mayor Low, Con- 
troller Grout, Woodbury Langdon, Charles 
Stewart Smith, and John H. Starin. 

Messrs. Morris K. Jesup and John Claflin 
were the absent members of the board. 
Among those who surrounded the table of 
the Commissioners, some of them taking 
part in the proceedings, were August Bele 
mont, Perry Belmont, John B. McDonald, 
William H. Baldwin, Jr., John M. Bowers, 
John L. Wells, William Barclay Parsons, 
Edward M. Shepard, Albert B. Boardman, 
and BH.

MR. McDONALD’S LETTER. 


Secretary Burrows read first the bids of 
the Belmont-McDonald Company. The let- 
ter that Mr. McDonald had sent, with the 
alternate bid, was as follows: . 


I have the honor to submit on behalf of the 
Rapid Transit Subway Construction Company, a 
proposal, not as a condition precedent to the 
acceptance of the alternative bid made by the 
Subway Construction Company for the con- 
struction of the Brooklyn extension of the un- 
derground system, but with the conviction that 
in good faith the alternative bid will not be 
accepted unless your honorable body agrees in 
the main with my contention and the general 
plams and purposes herewith expressed. -I do 
not ask for an official commitment, but for a 
reasonable assurance that when possible the 
completion of the Rapid Transit System, as 
foreshadowed by Mr, William Barclay Parsons 
to your commission in June last, will be com- 
pleted. . 

It is needless for me to say, for it is now a 
matter fully acknowlédged by the press and 
public, that when I bid for the first contract 
and the Subway Construction Company came toa 
my support in the construction of the work, 
the chances of success were not looked upon 
with favor by capital in general, and that in 
particular which is chiefly concerned in city 
transportation. 

The rapid transit law requires the submission 
of all work to open competition, reserving, how- 
ever, to the Rapid Transit Commission full pow- 
er with regard to the acceptance or the rejection 
of bids, presumably in order that the Rapid 
Transit Commission should be enabled to de- 
velop a united system and not be compelled to 
break it up by being obliged to accept the low- 
est bidder who might propose a separate and dis- 
tinct operation, 

Capital ventured in this undertaking with the 
well-founded belief that it was both in the 
public mind and that of the commission that the 
rapid transit system was to be developed as a 
whole, and the first contract was deemed merely 
the first step toward the building of a rapid 
transit underground and elevated railroad to 
connect all parts of Greater New York. It was 
recognized at the outset that the present road 
should have been planned to the Battery, but the 
extension from the City Halli to Whitehall Street 
was omitted from the original plans for lack 
of means. The section traversed by this short 
piece of road, not more than a mile long, serves 
a business territory with its office buildings con- 
taining a daily transiept population many times 
that of several up-town and ae Borough 
wards put together, which gives the elevated 
railroad stations in that small strip of territory 
sore 20,000,000 of passengers a year. 

The object of my company in bidding but 
$2,000,000 for the construction of the Brooklyn 
extension, using for the balance funds out of its 
own treasury, was in order that the city might 
be left in sufficient funds to proceed with the 
extension of the rapid transit road from Broad- 
way and Forty-second Street to Union Square,’ 
in aceordance with the general pee outlined on 
the inclosed map, this extension being abso- 
lutely insdispensable to the successful operation 
of the road and the serving of the most impor- 
tant shopping district in the city, and with a 
view to giving a connection with the projected 
Pennsylvania terminal at Thirty-third Street 
and Broadway to furnish an equal facility to

ion, 

If the alternative bid of $3,000,000 for the 
Brooklyn extension is accepted by your commis- 
sion, my company will hold itself ready to con- 
struct the extension from Forty-second Street 
ond Broadway to Union Square for the nominal 
sum of $100,000, provided this plece of road Is 
authorized by the Ist of July, 1903. 

My estimate under the advice of our own engi- 
neers of the time required to complete the ex- 
tension of the road from Forty-secont Street and 
Broadway to Union Square is eighteen months 
at the outside, which would permit the opening 
of thie part of the road practically coincident 
with the commencement of general operations 
in the subway. In this estimate of time Mr. 
William Barclay Parsons concurs. 

There would thus be left in the City Treasury, 
on the present estimate of debt limit, for the 
purposes of rapid transit, some $8,000,000, with 
which the east side extension projected from 
Forty-second Street and Park Avenue could 
be begun and constructed to very nearly com- 
pletion.

BROOKLYN COMPANY’S BID. 


The bid of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company, as explained in a statement is- 
sued by the counsel, embodied the following 
points: 

If the company’s proposition is accepted, 
the entire Brooklyn Rapid Transit system 
is to be made tributary to the tunnel for 
one five-cent fare. The company, further, 
would be willing to enter into an arrange- 
ment for transfers with the operators of 
the Manhattan-Bronx line. 

Connection would be made with the Fifth- 
‘Avenue elevated line in the neighborhood 
of Flatbush and Atlantic Avenues, and with 
the Brighton Beacli Raflroad at Malbone 
Street, through a tunnel extending from 
Flatbush and Atlantic Avenues, provided 
the permission for such a tunnel be forth- 
coming. The following route would be 


available without a change of cars: 

i.—From the terminus of the Third Avenue 
elevated railroad at Sixty-fifth Street to and 
from Manhattan via the Fifth Avenue elevated 
railroad and tunnel. 

2.—From Unionville via the New Utrecht sur- 
face line and Fifth Avenue elevated and tunnel 
to and from Manhattan. 

3.—From Kings Highway via the Prospect 
Park and Coney Island Railroad and the Fifth 
Avenue elevated and tunnel to and from Man- 
hattan. 

4.—From Kings Highway via the Brighton 
Beach Railroad, tunnel extension under Flat- 
bush Avenue, and city tunnel to and from Man-

At the operation of the contractor,

7.—From Rockaway Avenue, via Church 
nue, to Brighton elevated and thence by 
transfer to through Brighton elevated line. 

-From Kensington Junction on Culver Line 
via Culver and Ninth Avenue surface line to 
Mlatbush Avenue; thence by free transfer to 
Brighton elevated line, which will have station 
at Flatbush and Vanderbilt Avenues. 

9.—From Enfield. Street, East New York, via 
Eiiberty Avenue, Douglass Street, Buffalo. Ave- 
nie, and Bergen Street surface lines to Flatbush 
Avenue, and thence by free transfer to through 
Brighton tunnel line, which will have a station 
at Bergen Street and Flatbush Avenue, or for 
the benefit of passengers along the Bergen Street 
line west of Flatbush Avenue, a free transfer at 
Boerum Place to the Manhattan tunnel line. 

10.—From Enfield Street, East New York, via 
liberty Avenue, Douglass Street, Rogers Ave- 
nue, Butler or Bergen Street, Washington and 
Atiantic Avenue surface lines to eastern termi- 
nus of tunnel, with transfers to through 
tunnel cars 

11.—From Greenwood Cemetery via Seventh 
Avenue surface line to Flatbush Avenue and Ber- 
gen Street, and thence by free transfer to 
through tunnel line. 

12.—From Sixty-fifth Street via Third Avenue 
surface line, with free transfer to tunnel at Flat- 
bush Avenue and Fulton Street. 

18. From Hamilton Avenue and Court Street, 
via Court Street surface line, with free transfer 
to tunnel at!Borough Hall. 

14. From Erie Basin, via Richards Street, Co- 
Iumbia Street, Atlantic Avenue, and Court 
Street line, with free transfer to tunnel at 
Borough Hall. 

15. From Hicks Street and Hamilton Avenue, 
via Hicks Street, Court Street, or Borerum 
Place line, with free transfer to tunnel at 
Borough Hall. 

16. From Crescent and Jamaica Avenues, via 
Fulton Street elevated line to Flatbush Avenue 
and Fulton Street, and thence by free transfer 
to tunnel, which will have a station at that 
junction. 

i7. From East New York, 
surface line, with free transfer to tunnel 
Fulton Street and Flatbush Avenue.

20. From Long Island City, via Greenpoint 
and Crosstown surface lines, with free transfer 
to. tunnel at Borough Hall. (Only a small por- 
tion of this route, namely, that south of Flush- 
ing Avenue,.is expected to be tributary to the 
tunnel, inasmuch as a more direct route to New 
York will be by the Williamsburg Bridge or 
East River ferries.) 

21. From Enfield Street, Borough of Brooklyn, 
via the Brooklyn Union Elevated Railway Com- 
pany’s tracks to the junction of Fulton Street 
end Flatbush Avenue, with free transfer at that 
junction to the tunnel railroad. 

In addition to the above, the Brooklyn 
con:pany submitted a long list of lines over 
which passengers might be carried, either 
with or without change of cars, for a fare 
of 10 cents. These routes included those to 
Coney Island and Jamaica. 

The $3,000,000 bid of the Rapid Transit 
Censtruction Company called for the actual 
construction of the tunnel for $2,000,000, 
the remaining $1,000,000 to be for real es- 
tate and terminals. In the $4,000,000 bid 
the same division of expenditure was pro- 
vided, the last additional million being con- 
ditional, or practically conditional, to the 
receiving of the contract for the Broadway 
stretch mentioned above. 

The Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company's 
bid of $8,000,000 included the actual con- 
struction for $7,000,000. with the added 
million for terminal and real estate. In all 
th: bids it was provided that the builders 
should equip the line so that it would be 
ready on delivery for immediate and con- 
tinued use. 


ARGUMENTS FOR THE BIDS. 


After the bids were read President Orr 
Suggested that the representatives of the 
different companies take the floor. John 
M. Bowers, one of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company's lawyers, spoke first, 
ani then August Belmont had his say. It 
was a sort of debate, and at intervals the 
speakers were questioned on the points of 


their offers by Mayor Low, Controller 
Grout, and the other Commissioners. 

Mr. Bowers's argument was, in substance, 
that the board should consider the con- 
venience of the *“‘ hundreds of thousands of 
Brooklynites "' traveling daily to Manhat- 
tan rather than “ the few people of Manhat- 
ten’ traveling toward Brooklyn. He said’ 
that his company was offering to the hun- 
dreds of thousands facilities by which they 
could go to and from every part of Brook- 
lyn, Whereas the Manhattan-Bronx line 
could only offer them the advantage of 
traveling to or from a few points of Brook- 
lyn to many parts of this borough and the 
Bronx. 

He emphasized his company’s willingness 
to make a transfer agreement with the 
operators of the Manhattan-Bronx subway, 
but Mr. Grout’s questioning brought out 
the fact that the latter officials had given 
no assurance of their willingness to make 
such an agreement. The Brooklyn com- 
pany, he said, might be willing, but yet 
unable to conclude such a bargain. 

Mr. Belmont said he could assure the 
board that his organization could in the 
end take passengers for a single fare to 
many points in Brooklyn. He said Mr. 
Baldwin, President of the Long Island Rail- 
road, had signified his readiness to make’ a 
bargain whereby the trip from New York 
te Jamaica could be made continuous. He 
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was ready to state that many other con- 
nections also would be ar ed. 

In mentioning the proposition to build 
the tunnel up Broadway from Union Square 
to Forty-second Street, Mr. Belmont said 
that his rivals had forgotten to take into 
consideration the number of shoppers com- 
ing daily from Brooklyn to this side of the 
river and the crowds traveling in the 
same direction to theatres at night. The 
Broadway connection, should the beard 
see fit to authorize it, would reach the 
sho s and theatres directly. 

J can assure the board,” he said, “ that 
ultimately, although no contract has been 
made as yet, with such end in view, pas- 
sengers will be carried by the Interbor- 
ough Rapid Transit Company from any 
part of Brooklyn to any part of Manhat- 
tan or the Bronx for 8 cents. At present, I 
should like to remind you, there is no way 
of getting from all parts of one borough to 
all parts of the others for less than two 
five-cent fares, or 10 cents.” 

President Baldwin sat beside Mr. Bel- 
mont and nodded acquiescence to the_lat- 
ter’s statement about the Long Isiand Reail- 
road connection with the tunnel, The Inter- 
Soroush Rapid Transit page ae to which

It 
Was an attack on the methods of the Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit Company, and the repre- 
sentatives of that concern listened to it 
vn aaa of unconcealed disap- 

Mr. Orr announced that the matter of the 
bids would be considered by the board 
again on Thursday afternoon. There will 
be a public hearing at 12:15 o’clock. and 
after it ig.over the Commissioners probably 
will collect in executive session and decide 
to whom the award is to be made. 


MR. SWANSTROM'S ATTACK. 


Declares Neither the Oral Nor Written 
Agreement of Brooklyn Heights 
Company Is to be Trusted. 


President Swanstrom, in his letter to the 
Repid Transit Commissioners criticising 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company, 
after saying that he would submit con- 
siderations which he believed would con- 
vince the commission that it was neither 
right nor proper that additional public 
franchises should be granted to this cor- 
poration, at least until such time as it 
had discharged its statutory obligations to 
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have not, I am informed and bélievé, applied to 
the Raliroad Commissioners for such permission, 
on did they remove the sald tracks, wires, and 
poles, 


HAD TRACKS REMOVED. 


Finding that the company intended to de- 
liberately violate its written agreement 
with the city, Mr. Swanstrom says he or- 
cered the Bureau of Highways to remove 
the tracks, and his instructions were car- 
ried out. He continues: 


I respectfully submit, therefore, to your hon- 
orable board that the written agreement of the 
Brooklyn Heights Railroad Company is absolute- 
ly worthless, except so far as it may be to their 
interest to carry it out. 

On April 17, 1902, the Brooklyn Heights Rail- 
road Company was notified that by reason of 
the maintenance of the railroad cuts through the 
south line of Thirty-eighth Street, between 
Fourth and Fifth Avenues, and the absence of a 
retaining wall upon the side of the said cut, the 
said Thirty-eighth Street between the points 
mentioned, had fallen into the excavation. They 
were requested to restore the said street at once 
to its former condition, so that it would be fit 
and safe for public use, and to construct an 
upper retaining wall for the purpose of safe- 
guarding the said street. 

On April 22, 1002, they stated in reply to this 
demand that the property in question belonged 
to the South Brooklyn Railroad Company, but 
that their engineer, acting on behalf of the 
South Brooklyn Railroad Company, was prepar- 
ing a plan for the purpose of furnishing a per- 
manent support to this street, and that as soon 
as the plans and estimates were completed they 
would confer with this department. They have 
assumed a policy of a ute inactivity in this 
matter for now three months, and the street 
still remains in a condition which menaces the 
lives and the property of our citizens. 

It is clear, therefore, that the Brooklyn Heights 
Railroad Company ignores the wishes of the 
public authorities and is indifferent to the safety 
of our citizens who use the streets. 

I further respectfully submit to your honor- 
able board the fact that the Brooklyn Heights 
Railroad Company is financially indebted to the 
City of New York. The former Department of 
Highways advanced the funds of this city to 
effect certain repaving which under the pro- 
visions of the said general railroad law devolved 
as a duty on the said company, but which the 
said railroad company neglected or refused to do. 

I have instructed the Law Department to Iinsti- 
tute legal proceedings againet the company on 
behalf of the City of New York. The indebted- 
ness of the Brooklyn Heights Railroad Company 
for money expended by the fermer Department 
of Highways the performance of which was 
chargeable upon the company itself, has accumu- 
lated in the present Bureau of Highways to the 
extent of over $10,000. 

In conclusion, I consider it my duty to point 
out to your honorable board the fact that a 
street surface railroad which has been thus neg- 
ligent in the performance of its duties to the 
public authorities and of the safety of pedes- 
trians should not granted further public 
franchises until at least their financial arrears 
have been liquidated and a proper bond has 
been given for the performance of the stipula- 
tions which may be made between them and 
the City of New York. 

We do not receive the bids of private contract- 
ors who are in arrears or from those whose char- 
acter and record prove them to be untrustworthy.

the City of New York, discussed the law 
relating to the duty of street railroad cor- 
porations to keep the streets in repair be- 
tween their tracks and for two feet outside 
the tracks. This law, he said, had been 
“persistently ignored by the Brooklyn 
Heights Company,” a constituent element 
of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company. 
The company, he declares, had allowed 
the pavements of many Brooklyn streets 
to lapse into a condition dangerous to 
pedestrians, horses, and vehicles, and had 
refused and neglected to obey the direct 
and explicit instructions of the borough 
authorities, who had duly called on the 
concern, in accordance with the law, to 


keep the streets used by it in permanent 
repair. Mr. Swanstrom continues: 

On April 4, 1902, after a careful investigation 
of all the thoroughfares in this borough (Brook- 
lyn) used by the railroad corporation, a written 
notice was served upon the Brooklyn Heights 
Railroad Company calling on it to repair the 
pavements of eighty-eight different streets. In 
this communication the points at which the re- 
pairs were most urgently needed were specified. 
No attention was paid to this notice until May 
13, upon which date the Brooklyn Heights Rail- 
road Company notified this department that a 
paving gang had been instructed to proceed with 
the work on seventy-five of the eighty-eight 
streets mentioned. 

I am able to state, however, upon information 
and belief, that on that very day, May 13, 1902, 
the Brooklyn Heights Railroad Company with- 
drew their paving gangs from work. : No attempt 
was made until the end of June to Initiate this 
much-needed improvement of the streets. At the 
present time there are three inadequate paving 
gangs at work, a force which is entirely in- 
sufficient to make the necessary repairs this 
year, 

To be specific, let me say that on March 3, 
1902, this corporation was notified to have and 
keep in permanent repair with granite block 
pavement, on concrete base, with tar and gravel 
joints, the pavement of Flatbush Avenue be- 
tween their tracks and the rails of their tracks, 
from Malbone Street to Fort Hamilton Avenue. 
On June 27, 1902, they replied that no obligation 
rested upon the company to incur the expense of 
such repaving. 

On April 2, 1902, they were ordered to have 
and keep in permanent repair, with granite block 
pavement, On concrete base, with tar and gravel 
joints, the pavement of Union Street, between 
Fourth Avenue and Court Street. On June 327, 
1902, they informed this department that they 
would accede to the request. After a conference 
the company was permitted to repave on sand 
between Court Street and the Gowanus Canal and 
the rest on concrete. Of this work nothing has 
been done. 

In the Autumn of last year the Brooklyn 
Heights Company was instructed, in contempla- 
tion of the proposed paving with asphalt of Third 
Avenue, from Sixtieth Street to the Shore Road 
to repave the space between their tracks an 
between the rails of their tracks. They have 
neglected or refused to obey these instructions, 

In the letter of June 27, 1902, above alluded to, 
this corporation agreed to do certain work im- 
posed upon it by the law, but declined to per- 
form such work on the most important streets of 
this borough, such as Gates Avenue, Third Ave- 
nue, Nostrand Avenue, and Flatbush Avenue. 


INTERVIEW WITHOUT RESULTS. 


Mr. Swanstrom says that in an interview 
held between himself and the Commissioner 
of Public Works, representing the City of 
New York, and the President and Secretary 
of the Brooklyn Heights Railroad Com- 
pany, representing that corporation, he in- 
formed them orally that the pavement on 
Flatbush Avenue between Fort Hamiiton 
Avenue and Church Avenue was in a very 
dangerous condition, and that in order to 
secure the safety of the pedestrians and 
horses it should be repaired at once, This 
they have failed to do. He goes on: 

Neither the oral nor the written agreement of 
the said corporation can be trusted. On March 
90 


22, 1899, they agreed, through their engimeer, to 
remove the tracks on Humboldt Street, together 
with the poles and overhead wires, and to re- 
store the street to its former condition, provided 
that they will be permitted to make a connection 
on Meeker Avenue between Humboldt Street and 
Graham Avenue. 

On Oct. 23, 1899, a similar stipulation was exe- 
cuted by the President of the said company, and 
transmitted to the former Commissioner of High- 
ways. On Aug. 2, 1900, they were granted a 
permit to make the said connection on Meeker 
Avenue, on condition that the company would 
remove the double tracks, overhead wires, and 
poles therefrom, and restore the street to its 
former condition. A certificate is attached to 
this permit, in which the said Brooklyn Heights 
Railroad Company, *‘ pursuant to a resolution of 
its Board of Directors, hereby certifies and de- 
clares that. it accepts said permit with all its 
terms, conditions, and provisions, and agrees to 
ali the terms, conditions, and provisions of said 
permit."’ This agreement was executed on Aug. 
7, 1900, by the President and Secretary of the 
company, and thereafter a permit was granted 
by the City of New York for the construction 
of the aforesaid connection on Meeker Avenue. 

At the end of the year 1901 the company had 
done absolutely nothing in the matter of remov- 
ing the tracks, overhead wires, and poles, nor 
had it made, according to the written communi- 
eation of the Secretary of the Railroad Com- 
missioners, any application to the said Commis- 
sioners for the removal of said tracks, wires, and 
poles. They were therefore notified by this de- 
partment on Feb. 11, 1902, to make application 
in pursuance of their agreement, to the Railroad 
Commissioners for permission to remove the 
tracks, wires, and poles above mentioned, and 
within a reasonable time after the consent of 
the Railroad Commissioners was obtained to re- 
move the said tracks, wires, and poles, and to 
restore the street to its former condition. They

MR. McDONALD EXPLAINS. 


Tells Why Offer Is Made to Do for 
$4,100,000 Work He Says Will 
Cost $13,000,000. 


John B, McDonald, after he left the meet- 
ing of the Rapid Transit Commissioners 
yesterday afternoon, was asked why his 
company could afford to make such a low 
bid for the construction of the tunnel to 
Brooklyn. 

“There are several reasons,” he said. 
“In the first place, we are now finishing 
up the Manhattan-Bronx subway, and have 
on hand an enormous quantity of buiiding 
equipment. This being the case, we can 
afford to make the new tunnel cheaper at 
this time than any one else could makc it. 

“Then, we need the Brooklyn in our 
business. You can see what a great amount 
of business it will bring us, can’t you! We 
have offered to build it for $2,000,000, with 
an additional million for terminals and 
real estate. That makes a total of $3,000,- 
000, The actual cost, with the terminals 
and real estate, will be about $10,000,000, so 
you see how low we are making our bid 
in order to get the contract. As I said, we 
could not afford to do this if it were not 
for the fact that we have the building 
equipment and that we need the new line 
to connect with the one we have already.’’ 

Mr. McDonald said that he especially 
hoped the Commissioners would take up 
the alternate bid, involving the construction 
of the Broadway tunnel stretch from Union 
Square to Forty-second Street. 

‘“This,”” he explained, “will take our 
trains by the shopping and theatrical dis- 
tricts, and will give us a ehance to make 
the great station at Thirty-fourth Sireet 
with its underground arcade leading through 
that street from Broadway to Seventh Ave- 
nue and into the terminal of the Pennsy!l- 
vania Railroad. This terminal wiil be 
where passengers bound for the South and 
West over the Pennsylvania’s lines will 
board their trains, which will run under 
the North River by the tunnel for which 
the railroad has just asked a franchise.”’ 

Although Mr. McDonald and Mr. Bel- 
mont have offered to build the Broadway 
connecting tunnel for $100,000, it was 
learned yesterday that the cost of the 
undertaking would be more than $3,000,000, 
according to the estimates of William 
Barclay Parsons, engineer of the Rapid 
Transit Commission. 

The short cut from Union Square to 
Forty-second Street will enable express 
trains from down town to evade the curve 
they would have to make in following the 
present line of the subway. In that :ine 
they would go from Union Square up Fourth 
and Park Avenues to Forty-second Sireet, 
crossing the latter to Broadway. If the 


Commissioners accept the alternative offer 
of the Rapid Transit Conesruacien Com 
pany the Fourth Avenue division of the 
subway probably will not be used by express 
trains except those destined for the Gronx 
by way of the proposed east side line, pians 
for which have not been drawn as yet. 

That this east side line, nehing trom 
the old one at Forty-second Street anu 
Park Avenue and then taki the line of 
Lexington Avenue to the m River 
will be built in the near future is regarded 
as even more certain now than it was a 
month ago. If the board gives the Brook- 
lyn tunnel contract to the Belmont-Mc- 

onald interests, as there seems to he no 
doubt it will, the city will ve leit in 
its treasury something like 000,009 or 

,000,000 that it had once expected to spend 
on the Brooklyn line. With this sum saved 
it is likely that the plans for the east side 
line will be drawn and adopted before work 
on the Brooklyn tunnel is well begun..

CONVICT DIES AGED 102. 


Joshua Wall, Country’s Oldest Crim- 


inal, Expires in Michigan City. 
Special to The New York Times. 
LAPORTE, Ind., July 21.—Joshua Wall, 
colored, who was sent up for life from Al- 
len County in 1876, at the age of seventy- 
six years, for the murder of another colored 
person, died last night at the State prison, 
Michigan City, of old age, being 102 years 
old. He was the oldest convict in any pris- 
on in the United States. He was born a 


Slave in North Carolina, but after his lib- 
eration lived near Fort ‘Wayne. 

Wall's crime was brutal, being committed 
with an axe. The murderer claimed the 
victim tried to rob his house, and that the 
crime was committed in defense of his per- 
son and property; but the evidence showed 
that the murder was premeditated, Wall 
laying a trap to get the victim to come to 
his house. all at the time of the com- 
mission of the crime was a resident of 
Ohio, just across the State line.

MAJOR STRONG. ACCUSED 
OF GRAND LARCENY 


May Yohe Alleges that He Took 
Jewelry Valued at $300,000. 


TO BE ARRESTED ON SIGHT 


Detectives from Police Headquarters 
Searching in the Tenderloin—Rub- 
bish Found in the Safe De- 
posit Vault Box. 


Putnam Bradlee Strong, who once bore 
the rank of Major in the United States 
Army, a son of the late William L. Strong, 
ex-Mayor of New York City, is a fugitive 
from justice, Police Headquarters having 
sent out a general alarm for his arrest on 
the charge of grand larceny. Detectives 
were searching for him last night in the 


‘Tenderloin, but their efforts to locate him 


in the city are looked upon as futile, as it 
is believed that he has not been in the city 
since his disappearance a week ago to-day. 
The complainant is May Yohe, who was for 
a while the wife of Lord Francis Hope of 
England. The alleged crime for which he 
is wanted is that of stealing from Miss 
Yche jewels valued by her at $300,000, Late 
last night it was rumored that a reward of 
$1,000 had been offered for Strong’s appre- 
hension. 

For several’ days the vault in which 
Strong stored the jewels has been looked 
upon with great anxiety by Miss Yohe and 
her cotinsel, Emanuel Friend. Strong, in 
depositing the jewels, appointed no deputy 
to take them from the vault. In the mean- 
time Miss Yohe’s counsel has been in con- 
ference with the bank officials and their at- 
torney, trying to gain their consent for the 
opening of the box and learning what had 
been left of Miss Yohe’s fortune in the 
shape of jewelry which Strong had de- 
posited for her in April last. 

The permission of the officials of 
trust company was obtained and Miss 
Yohe, her mother, and her lawyer, with 
Harris Lindsley and Louis Frankel, lawyers 
for the Strong family, went yesterday to 
the Knickerbocker Trust Company at I*ifth 
Avenue and Twenty-seventh Street to open 
the box and ascertain if the missing man, 
the only one to have access to the box, 
had taken with him all of Miss Yohe's 


jewelry. 

It was shortly before 5 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon when Miss Yohe and her mother and 
Mr. Friend entered the office of the com- 
pany. Miss Yohe had visited her physician 
early in the day, and as she alighted from 
her carriage she was observed to be ex- 
tremely nervous. The party walked into 
the office and awaited the arrival of Mr. 
Lindsley and Mr. Frankel. Mrs. Yohe did 
not accompany them to the vault where 
the gems were supposed to be stored. She 
remained up stairs. 

VAULT BOX OPENED. 


Box No. 85, in the second row of the 
vault; was the one which was expected to 
indicate to May Yohe whether the man in 
whom she had placed implicit trust had 
left her almost penniless. She was weep- 


ing when the lawyers drew out the iron 
drawer. It was filled with cotton batting 
and wool ahd ‘“‘rubbish,” as she cailed it, 
in which the gems had been packed. 

A few boxes had been strewn about the 
chest. Miss Yohe, after looking at them, 
fell backward in e@ fainting condition, and 
at the same time uttered a cry. She was 
led’ up: the stairway into the office, Later 
Mr. iend appeared with the contents of 
the box in his coat pocket. The few pieces 
that had been left were worth less than 
$50, and they were things which, with few 
exceptions; were unpawnable. All of value 
that money could be realized on, amount- 
ing, according to Miss Yohe, to  BUv,u% 
had been taken, 

Among the things were two fans, valued 
at $2 each, both of which Miss Yohe bought 
in an old curiosity shop in London; a ony Se 
ring, of small worth; two gold catches for 
holding necklaces, a bracelet of imitation 
gold, which the actress had used on the 
stage; an imitation pearl necklace, valued 
at $4, made in imitation of the famous 
Hope necklace, and used by Miss Yohe onl 
while she was on the stage, and, a small 
watch, called the Hope watch, which bore 
the inscription: 

“ The world is broken but Hope is not.’’ 

With the bundle in his pocket, Mr. Friend 
led Miss Yohe and her mother from the 
building. Both women were weeping, and 
the mother was trying to comfort her 
daughter. They walked to Broadway and 
then to the Sturtevant House, where Mr. 
Friend arfanged seats for them in the 
ladies’ dining room. Restoratives were sent 
for and both women later on were able to 
talk about the case. 

Mr. Friend telephoned to Capt. Titus of 
the Detective Bureau and asked that a 
general alarm be sent out for the arrest 
of Streng. He was asked te come to Head- 
quarters and at 6 o'clock Miss Yohe and 
her mother and Mr. Friend went there and 
talked for nearly an hour with Sergt. 
Aloncle in the absence of Capt. Titus. A 
shert time ofter their departure the alarm 
was sent to every precinct station house 
and the Si wee gtr of Major Strong was 
read at roll call last night. Word has been 
sent also to all neighboring towns and 
cities and all/of the large cities have Leen 
—— to look for him. 

he list of jewelry which had been 
pawned and taken from the safe deposit 
vault, some of which was given to him to 
hypothecate in foreign cities by Miss Yohe, 
was given out last night by Mr. Friend 
after he had furnished the police with it.

The news that Miss Yohe was in the 
Sturtevant House café became Known soon, 
and hundreds of: persons collected in frent 
of the hotel and gossiped about the affair.

Miss Yohe tHen went on to enumerate 
the many jewels stolen and the donors. 
She mentioned the royalty of India, Servia, 
Japan, and China, ‘and rattled off the 
names of the donors in rapid style. 

She was at times almost hysterical. As 
her lawyer explained, for days she had 
hoped against hope that the jewels, the 
costliest ones, had been left to her, thereby 
enabling her to subsist for some time inde- 
pendently. But when her mind grasped the 
reality of her situation she interrupted all 
talk and exclaimed: 

*“My God, I can’t believe it of him.” 

There was once in a while a suggestion 
of a note ofisympathy for him in her talk, 
but in an instant her hearers would note 
a complete change in the woman’s nature. 
Then she exclaimed angrily: 

“T'll put him behind the bars if there’s 
any way to doit.” 

“It has been said,’’ she was told, “ that, 
in spite of all he has done, there would be 
Fy reconciliation were he to return. Is that 
rue?"’ 

“Yes, there'll be a reconciliation. One 
that he'll not enjoy, I can tell you.” 

“Now, Mazie,”’ her mother interrupted, 
““won't you be calm?” 

““Mamma, I told you not to interfere in 
this affair.

The reply came 
back that the shares were below par and 
advised him not to sell. We were then 
again in want of money, and I gave him 
one of my bracelets, studded with three 
rows of diamonds. You see, I had a big 
heart and didn’t know what I was doing. 
Yet there wasn't anything left but to give 
it to him. He got 3,000 livres on it. All 
our troubles were over for a time, then, 
and we were very happy. Bradlee didn't 
gamble on the boat coming to America, as 
I made him promise he wouldn't. We 
came here in good style, and we had a 
surplus of money when we reached New 
York. When, as I remember, the report- 
ers on the dock asked him whether he 
was in a good condition financially, he 
flashed a roll of bills—well, it was as big 
as a tobacco jar. That was from the 
bracelet he pawned in Genoa. 

‘He entertained his friends here in good 
style for a while, and during the first two 
months he gave mamma $250 toward de- 
fraying the expenses of the house at Hast- 
ings. That was the only money we ever 
received from him. 

* Well, he’s been systematically stealing 
from me ever since, pawning my jewelry 
without my knowing it. He's got now 
together $300,000, and I, like a great f 
baby, let him take it. But you all know 
what a trusting woman is. She's the easiest 
proposition you can imagine. 

‘*He came to me in April last and said 
that it would be better to put my jewelry 
in pawn, instead of leaving it in that lone- 
some house at Hastings, where burglars 
might get in any night when he was away 
and take it. Mamma said ‘ No '—didn’t you, 
mamma?”’ 

** Yes,’’ Mrs. Yohe said, ‘‘ something told 
me that it didn’t appear just right." 

“But I had such great trust in the 
Captain,’’ Miss Yohe continued, ‘that | 
consented, telling mamma that it was per- 
fectly right. He took the jewels, and a few 
days later I asked him for the receipt. 

*** My dear,’ he said, *it is locked in’the 
vault along with my receipts.’ (One re- 
ceipt was found in the box and that was 
for one month’s dues at the Metropolitan 
Club.) He handed me the key. There's 
where I was a child again, but I didn’t 
know any better. Two days afterward he 
began pawning’ the jewelry which I sup- 
posed was carefully stored away in the 
safe deposit vaults. He was spending 
money during all this time, but I didn’t 
know ‘where he: got it from. except I 
thought he had held some shares in good 
stock. What has become of the jewels in 
the box we don’t/know yet, but we te going 
to look for them.”’ 

Referring to Strong again, she continued: 

“This genial gentleman, must have in- 
formed everybody at Hastings but me of 
his premeditated departure. Why, nearly 
everybody in the village has told me that 
they knew it before he went. Herman, the 
station cabby, told me yesterday that he 
had taken Strong’s trunk to the station 
and expressed it. 


STRONG'S LAST INTERVIEW. 
“Strong said to him: ‘Don't tell 
Strong anything about it.’ He left 
8:25 train, and I did not leave till 11 
o'clock. The day previous he was affec- 
tionate, unusually so. When I met him in 


New York he insisted that I must have 
some more gowns, and he went with me 
to the modiste and ordered eight dresses. 
He never left a deposit on them, and I 
don’t know who's going to pay for them. 

“We drove to the Park and had two 
drinks at the Casino. He told me that he 
didn’t want me to go through the tunnel 
as he didn’t consider it safe, and he said I 
was too dear to him to lose. We got in the 
automobile and went to the One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth Street Station, where he 
kissed me and bade me good-bye. That 
was the last time | saw him.” 

Miss Yohe then described the sensation 
she felt when she saw that the safe de- 
posit vault box was almost empty. 

“{ thought I would faint,” she said, 
“and I cried out: ‘Mr. Friend, help me 
to a seat,’ and then I got revengeful. Oh, 
how I wished I had him there for one mo- 
ment, so that I could tell him a few things. 
But now I’m after justice and that’s all I 
care for. I'm a deserted woman, and mam- 
ma wants me to be lenient, but I'm not go- 
ing to do it. I’m worse than a woman de- 
serted. I’m a victim left alone and left 
penniless.”’ 

Miss Yohe was angered by her mother's 
interruptions, and especially when she re- 
ferred to Lord Hope as a better man. 

“It's not right for a man to steal from 
a woman,’ Miss Yohe said. ‘“ All the time 
he was making love to me he was sneaking 
off.”’ 

She pointed to a ring of thin gold on the 
third finger of her left hand. Above it 
was one of many diamonds. 

“That's our.engagement ring,’ she said 
with a sigh. 

“Which one?’ she was asked. 

“Oh, the small one, of course. If I didn't 
have the large one on my finger, he'd 
taken that. 1 suppose I should consider 
myself lucky. Reconciliation? Ugh! if I 
ean put him behind the bars LI’ll get him 
there " 

After leaving Police Headquarters, Miss 
Yohe, her mother, and Mr. Friend went to 
a Broadway restaurant, where they took 
dinner. Afterward the two women re- 
turned to Hastings.

*T do not think that Strong is in New 
York. If he is here he is not showing him- 
self about the resorts of the Tenderloin.

“There are at present,”’ said Mr. Presin- 
ger, in asking for the writ, * in this sity 
many large buildings in course of construce 
tion over 150 feet in height, and the Chie® 
of the Fire Department says the fire hose 
will not throw a stream of water more than 
that height. It is therefore a matter of ih 
utmost importance to our citizens, that 
buildings should be absolutely fire-- 

From the three buildings which are 
the subject of this motion materials have 
been taken from the partitions and other 
portions of the structure required to be fire- 
proof. They have never been subjected to 
any process to make them fireproof.”’ 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Fleming, in 
opposing the motion, said there was a 1.ig- 
ger in the woodpile somewhere in the shape 
of a firm which was a competitor of the 
firms which supplied the material com- 
plained of. He that in any ense a 
peremptory writ of mandamus could nwt is- 
Mr. Stewart denied all of New- 
combe’s ailegations.

SALT LAKE, Utah, July 21.—P. H. Lan- 
man of this city has treasured the friend- 
ship of J. W. Mackay, for nearly a-life- 
time.

NO DELAY IN PACIFIC CABLE. 


Revived Reports of Consolidation of 
Postal and Western Union 
Companies Denied. 


It is said that the death of John W. 
Mackay will in no way delay the carrying 
out of the project for the construction of 
the Pacific cable. This work occupied very 
largely Mr. Mackay’'s attention during re- 
cent months, and it is said that all the de- 
tails have been so far completed that the 
cable is almost certain to be in operation 
on the date originally planned—July 1, 1903. 

Only on Wednesday last Mr. Mackay sent 
a long cable dispatch with regard to the 
Pacific cable matter to W. W. Cook, the 


attorney of the Commercial Cable Com- 
pany in this city. This dispatch, probably 
the last one the dead millionaire ever sent, 
was as follows: 

Cook, New York: 

I have read your cablegram to Ward relating 
to the soundings. The facts are these: The 
bid guaranteering to manufacture and lay the 
cable from Honolulu to Manila, touching at 
Midway and Guam, by June next, provided we 
can furnish the necessary soundings, expires on 
the 2ist inst., namely, on Monday next. Our 
desire has been to complete the cable as early as 
possible. We supposed the work could not be 
carried out before the end of next year, but as 
the contractors are able to handle the shipment 
orf the cable quicker than we expected it is pos- 
sible ta complete it by next June. It is inex- 
plicable to us why these soundings are withheld 
when the Government and the whole country are 
crying out for the cable. The soundings taken 
by the Albatross in 1891 by act of Congress to 
determine the practicability of laying a cable 
between California and Honolulu were freely 
distributed by the Navy Department. They were 
given out to any one who applied for them, and 
I certainly expected this slight assistance from 
the Government after I personally explained our 
plans to the President last October. We shall, 
of course, go on with the manufacture of the 
cables, but I can get no guarantee from the con- 
tractors as to time of completion unless the 
Neros soundings are forthcoming, as it will be 
absolutely necessary to send a ship to ascertain 
a practicable route for the cable before it can be 
laid, and it certainly must be of importance to 
the Government to have communication estab- 
lished as early as possible. It certainly is to 
the Commercial Pacific Company.

FUNERAL OF PATRICK SMITH. 


The Largest Ever Witnessed on the 
Upper East Side—Many Organiza- 
tions in the Procession. 


It seemed as if every man, woman, and 
child in the Twenty-sixth Assembly District 
tried to gain an entrance to the Church of 
St. Catherine of Sienna, First Avenue and 
Sixty-ninth Street, yesterday morning, to 
attend the funeral service over the body 
of Patrick Smith.

Kearns, President of the Central Brewing 
Company, of which Smith was a_ stock- 
holder. Men and’ boys stood bareheaded 
along the curb lines while the procession 
passed.

district made its headquarters. Smith was 
a member of the General Committee, and 
he had great influence in_ politics. He 
joined nearly all of the social organizations 
in the district, and he was a prominent 
member of the church from which he was 


buried.

Decision Reserved in Gates Effort | Dissipation of Nearly $1,000,000 


to See Stock Books. 


Justice-Says He Will Have Little Hesi- 
tation in Deciding Company a For- 
eign Corporation with New 
York Business Offices. 


Argument was had before Justice Hall, 
in the Supreme Court, yesterday, on the 
application of Arthur J. Singer, represent- 
ing Harris, Gates & Co., for a pereniptory 
writ of mandamus to compel the Knicker- 
bocker Trust Company, the Atlantic Trust 
Company, and Charles E. Phelps, as As- 
sistant Secretary and Assistant Treasurer 
6f the Colorado Fuel and Iron Company, to 
permit him to see the stock books and list 
of stockholders of the Colorado corpora- 
tion. 

According tothe claim made by the re- 
lator, who claims to hold $2,400,000 worth of 
stock in the Colorado Fuel and Iron Com- 
pany, it is required by the laws of the 
State of New York that transfer agents 
for foreign corporations shall furnish to 
stockholders in such corporations lists of 
the stockholders of record. A demand was 
made by Singer and John F. Harris for 
the stock book, the stock ledger, and other 

‘books, but the Knickerbocker and Atlantic 
Trust Companies refused to give them up, 
holding that the books demanded were their 
property, and did not belong to the Colora- 
do company, and they could not be com- 
pelled to show them to Singer and his as- 
sociates. v 

Mr. Cutcheon submitted affidavits by 
Singer and Harris telling of the demand 
by them on the respondents for the books 
desired for inspection by them, in which 
Singer said that Phelps had informed him 
he had not the stock book required to be 
kept either in his office or in the office of 
the transfer agent for the Fuel and Iron 
Company. The Knickerbocker Trust Com- 
pany, the transfer agent, admittedly had 
the stock transfer books of the corpora- 
tion, and also a stock ledger usually kept 
by all transfer agents. The Atlantic Trust 
Company, the registrar, admitted it had in 
its possession the stock register of the 
Cclerado Fuel and Iron Company, or one 
kept exclusively with reference to its stock. 

The Knickerbocker Trust Company 
claimed its books were paid for with its 
own money, for which it never expected to 
be repaid, and which it claimed were ex- 
empt from the scrutiny of the Colorado 
company or of any of its stockholders or 
creditors. 

The petitioner said the transfer book, so 
called, contained blank assignments of 
stock for the transfer of stock, and the 
stock ledger an account with each share- 
helder of the company, which could at any 
time be balaned. 

The regular annual meeting of the Color- 
ado Fuel and Iron Company, Singer alleged, 
had been announced for Wednesday, Aug. 
20, and the transfer books would be 
Closed not later than July 31, 80 
that further transfers from that date 
to Aug. 20 would be impossible. He desired 
to obtain the names and addresses of the 
hciders of stock and the shareholders of 
th: company for the purpose of communi 
| cating with them and conferring with them,. 
| and requesting those in accord with his 
views to attend the annual meeting and co- 
operate with him as to the management of 
| the business and affairs of the company. 
Unless he was permitted to examine and 
take extracts from the books it would. be 
impessible for him to ascertain who are 

the shareholders of the company, and he 
cannot communicate with them. 

Lawyer W. W. Miller made an affidavit 
that he was attorney for James. A. Blair 
and John W. Gates and J. J. Mitchell, each 
of whom was a large stockholder in. the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron Company. He asked 
to be allowed to inspect the books on July 
11 and was refused. John T. Harris, also 
of 10 Wall Street, made an affidavit stating 
that he wag not allowed to see the books. 

On behalf of the respondents, ‘Charles E. 
Phelps made an affidavit in which he sald 
that he was familiar with the nature and 
scope the business transacted by the 
Colorado company in mining coal and iron 

| ores, and the manufacture in Colorado of 
various products, all of which were mar- 
keted in the States and Territories west 
ot the Mississippi River. The executive 
offices of the company were, he said, in 
Denver, Col.. and it rented offices at 71 
Broadway, in this city, for his convenience 
as Assistant Treasurer and Secretary of 
the company, and for the convenience of 
having headquarters in this city, 

Mr. Phelps admitted that in an informal 
conversation with John F. Harris he stated 
he had in his possession a list of the names 
of the stockholders of the company, which 
had been compiled about three months 
previously, but he alleged that this list did 
not comprise the present stockholders of 
the company, nor was the name of the 
relator himself included in it. 

Benjamin Harmon, for the Atlantic Trust 
Company, made affidavit that he was at- 
torney for the fast seven years for the 
company, and had advised as counsel that 
it was not transacting any business in this 
State, and did not have offices here for 
the transaction of business. The State 
Controller, he added, had never imposed a 
tax upon the company. 

The Colorado Fuel and Iron Company, 
Mr. Cutcheon said, and the Knickerbocker 
and Atlantic Trust Companies had In their 
possession books containing certain infor- 


mation which his clients were entitled to 
and which they should get. 

“The time has come,’ said counsel, 
‘““when these corporations must be made to 
realize that the Legislature and not they 
has passed the laws, and that these laws 
are to be interpreted not as they intend, 
but as the Legislature intended.

Executor and Members of His Family 
Accused of Maintaining Litigation 
to Transfer Estate Holdings— 

He Declares the Claims 
Legitimate. 


Before Justice Hall in the Supreme Court 
to-day arguments will be heard on the ap- 
plication for a receiver made in the liti 
gation pending between Clarence T. Coley 
and his sister, Mrs, H. Courtney Brown, 
against Cornelius H. Thallman, their guar- 
dian and executor of the estate of their 
grandfather, Jacob B. Thallman, to de- 
termine the ownership of the Soncy apart- 
ment house, 49 to 53 West Fifty-seventh 
Street. 

Clarence T. Coley and Mrs. H. Courtney 
Brown are the children sof Minnie Coley, 
an. adopted daughter of Jacob Thallman, a 
wealthy builder, who died about ten ycars 
ago. He made a will in which he left the 
Soncy apartment on West Fifty-seventh 
Street and the Rockland apartment on 
West Fifty-third Street, and other prop- 
erty to his two grandchildren by adoption, 
and appointed his brother, Cornelius Thall- 
man, executor. © 

Clarence Coley and his sister, Mrs. 
Brown, when they became of age recently, 
not being satisfied with the accounts of 
the estate which they received, made de- 
mands upon their guardian and were then 
informed that there was nothing left to 
their credit, the whole estate having been 
eaten up in the payment of debts and the 


cost of litigation. 

Shortly after Jacob Thallman’s death a 
suit for a construction of the will was 
heard before the late Justice McAdam, 
who sustained the bequests of the Soney 
and the Rockland to the Coley children, and 
who in his opinion referred td the fact that 
the estate’included over $500,000 in person- 
al property and about $372,000 in equities 
in real estate. The Soncy was mortgaged 
for $150,000 and the Rockland for $82,000. 
There were no judgments against the es- 
tate and Mr. Coley and Mrs. Brown, 
through theirecounsel, say that with cap- 
able management the two buildings in 
question should show a net annual income 
of at least $7,000. 

It is asserted by the plaintiff's attorneys 
that Executor Thallman has never made 
an accounting to the Surrogate. It is fur- 
ther alézged that he collected $200,000 in 
rents from the two apartment’ houses. 

Eugene Lamb Richards, the attorney for 
young Coley and his sister, who has been 
making an investigation of the dissipa- 
tion of the estate, has filed papers with 
the court, in which he sets forth that 
nearly all of the oo gh left by Jacob 
Thallman at his death, has, in ohe way 
and another, passed into the hands of 
Cornelius Thallman, or those of his wife, 
Irene, and his daughter, Mrs. Rienzi H. 
Bethel, who have maintained various liti- 
gations, it is charged, to bring about this 
result. 

The debts upon which foreclosures were 
made, it is asserted, were claims by Thall- 
man and by his attorneys, for which there 
were no papers. It was found, so it is al- 
leged in the papers in the case, that nine 
acres of real estate at Long Branch, N. J., 
for which Jacob Thallman had paid $25,000, 
had been sold to Charles Poucher, a book- 
keeper for Cornelius  Thaillman, at public 
sale for $5,500.

A few days after the death of Jacob, it is 
asserted, Cornelius filed a deed to an apart- 
ment house, upon which Jacob had obtained 
mortgage loans. The deed of the place to 
Cornelius was four years old, and antedated 
the mortgages put on the place by Jacob. 

The taxes and interest on the mortgage 
of the Soncy apartment house were allowed 
to accumulate, it is claimed, with a view to 
bringing on a foreclosure, notwithstanding 
the fact that the rental of the house was 
sufficient to discharge them and leave a 
surplus of over $5,000 a year, Finally the 
Bowery Savings Bank, which held the 
morigage, foreclosed.

Cver a year ago suit was brought to set 
aside the sale of the Soney apartment 
house, and the case will be tried in the 
October term of the Supreme Court. Mean- 
while it is charged that there has been 
defavit in the payment of interest on the 
existing first mortgage, made by Mrs. 
Bethel, and that another foreclosure is im- 
minent. It is particularly with a view to 
preventing this sale that the present ap- 
plication for a receiver is made.

HIMSELF WON BY A NOSE 


Handicap at Brighton Beach Track 
Resulted in a Close Finish. 


TWO LONG CHANCES FIRST 


Bluff and Warte Nicht Were Well 
Backed Favorites Who Were Suc- 
cessful—Gift Race for Hermis. 


The mile-and-a-furlong handicap, which, 
for want of a stake attraction, wa the feat- 
ure of the Brighton Beach programme yes- 
terday, produced a contest which stirred 
the “‘ regulars "' of the seaside course to the 
limits of demonstrative enthusiasm.

GOLFERS BACK FROM CHICAGO. 


Travis Condemns the New System of 
Deciding the Championships. 


A number of the Metropolitan Golf As- 
sociation players who took part in the ama- 
teur championship at Glenview were back 
in town yesterday. Walter J. Travis, who 
was deposed from the honor after two 
years the possessor of the title, spoke freely 
about his trip. 

“James is a very good golfer, and de- 
served to win,” said Travis, “ but if the 
links had not been flooded for the last 
two days of play it is possible the result 
would have been different. The Glenwood 
golfers treated the visitors with the great- 
est hospitality. The links were all that a 
championship course should be until the 
floods on Friday. 

‘Personally I am utterly opposed to 
eighteen-hole matches at a championship, 
The flash-in-the*pan golfer has too many 
opportunities under such conditions. The 
true test of golf is the thirty-six-hole 
match. 

‘The championship changes do not ap- 
peal to me. I concede that the eighteen- 
hole qualifying round has the merit of get- 
ting rid of a large field quickly, but there 
are other things that should be thought of 
first. With a limited field the thirty-six 
holes could be as quickly gotten over with. 
As for the new system of pairing for the 
first round of match play, I see nothing to 
commend it. As when it was tried at Tux- 
edo, the result was to bunch most of the 
players who had a chance into the first 
round, where they killed each other off. 
Sixty-four, too, is too many to be allowed 
to qualify. Three of the semi-finalists 
were in the first sixteen in the qualifying 
round, the other, James, finished in the 
sixty-fourth place. This proves nothing ex- 
cept that he was in luck, for if a player 


cannot finish in the first thirty-two in the 
qualifying round in my opinion his aspira- 
tions should end then and there. To allow 
such a player time to take his second wind 
is an injustice to the more consistent golf- 
ers."’

YANKEE BEAT MINEOLA 


Second Series of Yacht Races in 
Larchmont Race Week. 


ELMINA BEAT THE SCHOONERS 


The Weather Early in the Day Gave 
Little Promise for Racing—Wind 
Was Generally Fluky. 


In the second yacht race of the series of 
Larchmont race week yesterday the Yankee 
gave Mineola, her sister boat in the “* sev- 
enties’’ class, a thorough beating. Capt. 
Barr sailed the Mineola, while the two sons 
of the owner of the Yankee, J. R, Maxwell, 
Jr., and Harry L. Maxwell, directed the 
fortunes of the winning boat. Harry Max- 
well was at the wheel most of the day, and 
stood there as the Yankee crossed the fin- 
ish line. 

The defeat of the Mineola was complete. 
She was outsailed at every point and on 
every one of the six legs of the triangular 
course of fifteen miles that was twice gone 
over. Fifteen seconds behind at the start, 
the Yankee was 1 minute 50 seconds ahead 
of her rival at the end of the first wind- 
ward leg, increasing her lead to 3 minutes 
10 seconds at the end of the second leg, and 
at the end of the first round was 3 minutes 
19 seconds to the good. This lead was in- 
creased to 5 minutes 19 seconds at the wind- 
ward mark on the second round, decreased 
to 4 minutes 15 seconds on the next leg, 
and increased to 10 minutes 44 seconds at 
the finish. 

The start of the two boats was very close. 
The Mineola went over the line 30 seconds 
after gun fire, and the Yankee 15 seconds 
later. Both boats were closehauled on the 
starboard tack, with the Mineola in the 
windward berth. With the wind east-north- 
east, the first leg of the course was a 
beat, the second a run before the wind, and 
the third a reach. Almost immediately after 
crossing the line the Yankee came about 
and the Mineola followed, the Belmont boat 
having a good windward lead that she held 
half way down the leg. The skipper of the 
Yankee soon cut down this lead, and pres- 
eutly crossed the bows of the Yankee, tak- 
ing windward and foremost position. When 
they came to the windward mark both were 
carrying clubtopsails and baby jibtopsails. 
The time at this mark was: Yankee, 1:51:38; 
Mineola, 1:53:28. The Maxwell boat round- 
ed the mark with room to spare, and at 
once Skipper Maxwell broke out his spin- 
naker to port. Capt. Barr skinned the 
mark boat. and also set his spinnaker to 
port, at the same time taking in his baby 
jib and setting an intermediate. 

At 2:39 the Mineola was jibed to port 
and a jibtopmast staysail was set with her 
jib in stops. The Yankee jibed and set her 
three head sails, running up a No, 2 jib. 
Thick weather set in as the boats were run- 
ning on this leg into Hempstead Harbor, 
and for a time they were quite out of sight. 
They came out of the fog just as they 
turned the second mark and were timed, 
the Yankee at 1:44:28 and the Mineola at 
2:48:00. It was a broad reach on the star- 
board tack to the home mark, and the Yan- 
kee outfooted the Mineola every minute of 
the way. The time at this mark was: Yan- 
kee, 2:58:30; Mineola, 3:01:49. Predictions 
were freely made that Capt. Barr, who is 
a master skipper on windward work, would 
make up his loss on the next leg. Both 
boats were using only two headsails, and, 
joining tacks, headed off shore, the Mineola 
breaking out a baby jib. The Yankee came 
about, splitting tacks, and then came about 
again on the starboard tack, while the Min- 
eola held on. Both then made several long 
boards, the Yankee holding all she had 
gained, and at the last widening the dis- 
tance between herself and her opponent. 
The time of turning the windward mark 
on this round was: Yankee, 3:48:06: Min- 
eola, 3:52:25, a gain of 2 minutes on this leg 
for the Mineola. The Yankee wore around 
the mark easily, but Capt. Barr had to 
make a short hitch to get around and lost 
more distance. 

The story of the second leg was one of 
varying fortunes. For a time the wind 
held fair, and the Yankee steadily widened 


the ep. Then she struck a soft spot and 
the Mineola crept so close upon her that 
the hearts of her well wishers grew cold. 
Then both boats were almost becalmed in 
Hempstead Harbor. The wind shifted some- 
what and was from the southwest over on 
that side of the Sound. The Yankee felt 
the change first, and was able to get out 
of the doldrums that held the Mineola much 
longer. On the whole, however, on this leg 
the Maxwell boat lost a little, the time of 
turning the mark being: Yankee, 4:47:30; 
Mineola, 4:51:45—a gain of 1 minute 4 sec- 
onds for Mineola. Meantime the wind had 
shifted to the northwest, so that the last 
leg to the finish was a beat to windward. 
The Mineola had not got far enough ahead 
to get full advantage of this, and while she 
was hunting for the wind the Yankee had 
everything her own way, racing home well 
listed over to port, crossing the line at 
5:11:50, the Mineola coming in at 5:vz:24. 
The day was not propitious. At sunrise 
the Sound was thick with fog. At li 
“clock it was not pe from the plazza 
of the Larchmont Clubhouse to see beyond’ 
the breakwater. No one believed ‘that 
there could be a race, but about noon time 
the sky began to clear and the committee 
took chances and ventured out. At 12:30, 
an hour late, it was deemed safe to start 
the boats, and during the rest of the day 
the weather was fairly good. The fog 
lifted, but now and then shut down, but 
not enough to spoil the racing. The wind 
ai the start was east northeast, and blow- 
ing five or six miles an hour. During the 
ufternoon it was fluky, going up to a twelve 
or thirteen mile breeze and then dropping 
almost to a calm. Late in the afternoon it 
shifted to the northwest and was very 
sirong on the western shore of the Sound.

COTTON.—Cotton values slipped backward 
quite sharply under good-weather selling for 
both accounts and a more or less general losing 
of faith on the part of new crop bulls in their 
position. The market opened dull and easy, 
with prices 3 to 6 prices lower, and while there 
were brief spells of reaction from tifme to time 
later, the general direction of the market was 
downward wnder Nquidation and bear pressure, 
based on fine crop and weather reports. The 
commission houses came into possession of few 
supporting orders, and near-month longs were 
slow to render substantial aid to eather July, 
August, or September. The New Orleans mar- 
ket was steady early in the day, but later 
weakened in sympathy with events here and 
under an abundance of excellent crop reports. 
The weather map and special precipitation bul- 
letins from Washington conveyed the impres- 
sion that the belt since Saturday has been 
pretty thoroughly covered with showers and 
heavy rains, while the forecast pointed to show- 
ers and thunder storms in nearly every cotton 
State last night and to-day.

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OUR “INDIRECT CONCORDAT.” 

The Paris Temps draws a rather cu- 
rious moral from the recent negotiations 
of the Government of the Philippines 
with the Vatican in saying that the 
Ameridan offers “amounted to nothing 
the conclusion of an indirect 
United States.” 

This statement of the case seems to 
us very misleading. Such a “ modus vi- 
vendi”’ the Catholic Church 
and the Government as was established 
by NAPOLEON for France, and has, with 
various subsisted ever 
Since, would be quite out of the ques- 
tion with the United States. It proceeds 
from an entirely different way of look- 
ing at things from ours. The paternal- 
ism and the centralization which led to 
it in France are traits so deeply rooted 
that they survive all changes in forms 
of government. To a Frenchman it seems 
the most natural thing in the world 
that not only “the Church,” but all 
Churches, in proportion to their num- 
bers, should be in relations with the 
State, and that the State should grant 
them subventions for their public service 
as moral, if not as religious, agencies. 
To an American this is wild and fan- 
tastic. Belief in the voluntary principle 
is as nearly an instinct with him as be- 
lief in State aid is with a Frenchman. 

What we have to accomplish in the 
Philippines is by no means a “ concor- 
dat,” direct or indirect. It is a transition 
from a concordat, or any arrangement 
involving the co-operation, or even the 
mutual recognition, of Chureh and State, 
to the American under which 
Church and State have simply nothing 
to do with each other. We must look 
forward in the Philippines to such a con- 
dition of things as has long been estab- 
lished in the United States, under which 
Churehes are supported by the volun- 
tary contributions of their own members, 
and under which the Catholic Church 
has enjoyed so marvelous a progress and 
prosperity. But we find ourselves ham- 
pered in the effort to effect such a rey- 
olution, by vested interests derived from 
the opposite condition of tkings, from 
the Spanish concordat. So far as these 
are susceptible of computation in money, 
we are willing to pay handsomely in or- 
der to extinguish them. But we find 
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that the friars are not only sources of | 


strife and disorder, by reason of the ha- 
tred which the Filipino population en- 
“‘tertains for them. They are also neces- 
sarily opposed, by inherited tradition, to 
the American system, and so, not only 
as Spaniards, but as churchmen, op- 
posed to American rule in the Philip- 
pines. And this would be true, and would 
be a source of embarrassment, if they 
were the purest, most unselfish, and 
most devoted of priests and men. 

An endeavor to induce the Vatican to 
co-operate with us in removing this ob- 
stacle to our peaceable and successful 
government of the Philippines is very 
far from an offer “ to conclude an inci- 
dental concordat.” It is, in fact, an en- 
deavor to preclude the necessity of any 
concordat, direct or indirect. Nor do we 
see that anything would be gained by 
giving an Apostolic delegate at Wash- 
ington “a sort of diplomatic exequatur.” 
The Vatican will never have difficulty in 
letting the Government of the United 
States know its wishes. And, on the 
other hand, the Vatican need never be 
at a loss to khow authentically the 
wishes or the purposes of the Govern- 
ment of the United States, except on 
such very special arfd exceptional occa- 
sions as the present. It has only to ask 
any one of those distinguished prelates 
who command the confidence of the 
Government and of the people of the 
United States as being equally loyal 
American citizens and Catholic priests, 
and who are thus entitled to represent 
alike their country and their Church. It 
is true that not every prelate answers 
this description, and it seems to behoove 
the Vatican to select and designate 
those who do answer it. 


KITCHENER, THE STATESMAN. 


The “entry” of Lord KircupngRr into 
the capital of the British Empire hag led 
_ in the English press to much discussion of 

the man, his personality, and his work. 
' Naturally the military side attracts the 

_| Most attention, and he receives all pos- 


sible credit for the scope of his plans in 
South Africa and for the firmness, pa- 
tience, vigilance, and energy with which 
he carried them out. It was tiresome 
business, covering thomsands of square 
miles with barbed wire and block houses, 
and it was vexatious work to change, so 
completely as he had to, the methods of 
the British Army, break up its stiff rou- 
tine, give it mobility, and operate it un- 
der the most trying conditions as to 
transportation. Certainly Lord KiTcH- 
ENER deserves all the credit he receives 
for this achievement, and perhaps even 
more, when we consider the serious de- 
fects in the training of the officers and 
men he had to deal with. His tenacity, 
the untiring alertness of his mind, was 
all the more remarkable because the pe- 
riod of his great service included no in- 
spiring battles, and wound up, not with 
an impressive victory, but with the final 
surrender of an enemy worn out by a 
system of unyielding attrition. 


“But the more enlightened of the Eng- 
lish papers give even more attention to 
the services of Lord KITCHENER in pre- 
paring the way for conciliation at the 
close of the war than to the conduct of 
the war itself. And here indeed to an 
outside observer the General's service 
seems more valuable and more distin- 
guished. It is not usually in the British 
blood to show ferocity to a defeated foe, 
but also it is not easy for the British, 


and especially the British soldier, to un- i 


derstand the immense value of good-will, 
of the best possible relations of mutual 
respect and friendliness. The British 
temper is not cruel, but it is decidedly not 
conciliatory. And KiTcHENER was tHe 
last man from whom conciliation and the 
long forward look into the future as af- 
fected by conciliation could, in the light 
of his previous experience and reputation, 
have been expected. It was in this direc- 
tion that he showed his statesmanship. 
It is too soon to tell just how much he 
influenced the terms of peace, though 
there is every reason to believe that his 
counsel was fully accepted. What we 
cannot doubt is the manly and unaffect- 
ed generosity and the sagacity of his 
personal conduct and expressions. 

In his farewell order to the army he 
did more to put at rest the tales of Brit- 
ish inhumanity than could be done by 
volumes of history. He simply put the 
facts as they were, and invited the Boers 
to share in the judgment he passed on 
the general conduct of the war. “ For- 
tunately,” he said, “for the future of 
South Africa, the truth on this subject is 
as well known to our late enemy as to 
ourselves,” “‘no war has ever yet been 
waged in which the combatants and non- 
combatants on either side have shown so 
much kindness and consideration to one 
another.” To this tribute to the human- 
ity of the Boers he added one to “ the sol- 
dierly qualities displayed throughout the 
campaign,” and “the admirable spirit 
displayed by them in carrying out the 
surrender of their arms.” 


Not less thoughtful, though less widely 
known, was Lord KITCHENER’s attitude 
at the celebration of the close of the war 
which he arranged at Pretoria on the 
8th of June. He gave his personal atten- 
tion to every detail, and he made it dis# 
tinctly a celebration of peace, not the 
least a celebration of triumph. He re- 
jected the proposition of a “‘ march past.” 
He made the most prominent feature of 
the occasion the decorating of the hos- 
pital sisters with the royal red cross. The 
hymns, of which the religious service 
was mainly composed, were selected by 
him, and not one expressed anything but 
joy at the return of peace. The closing 
hymn was Mr. KiIpLina’s noble “ Reces- 
sional,” with its solemn note of warning 
against overconfidence and pride. It is 
not surprising that this modest and man- 
ly magnanimity should have impressed 
the more intelligent among the Boers, 
and that Lord KITCHENER should be able 
to announce that many “ have expressed 
the hope that on some future occasion 
they may have the opportunity of serv- 
ing side by side with his Majesty’s 
forces." Lord KITCHENER passes next to 
the command of the army in India, and 
his path would seem to be clear to the 
post of Commander in Chief. The office 
has never seen, not even in the time of 
WELLINGTON, @ man who, so far as his 
career discloses, combines in such degree 
the qualities of a commander, an organ- 
izer, and a statesman. 


THE MERCHANTS’ ASSOCIATION AND 
THE CROTON DAM. 


The correspondence of the Merchants’ 
Association with Mayor Low indicates 
that the association is actuated by a 
high and worthy impulse of public spirit, 
and in this instance it has rendered ac- 
cording to its light a useful public serv- 
ice. What it has done is all right so 
far as it has gone; what remains to 
be done is even more important, and in 
calling attention to it we have no other 
purpose than to assist in directing this 
powerful agency for the crystallization 
of a sound public opinion to the accom- 
plishment of the largest service possible. 

For example, the gentlemen who have 
undertaken the study of the problems of 
the dam appear to have overlooked the 
important report of the commission of 
experts, consisting of Messrs. CRoEs, 
Sweet, and SMITH, made Nov. 18, 1901. 
This commission reported that the ma- 
sonry dam should not be built higher 
than was originally designed, and that 
the addition of six feet proposed by Mr. 
W. R. Hitt, increasing the height of the 
dam to 216 feet, weakened the construc- 
tion and introduced an element of dan- 
ger which should not be permitted. In 
the event of a freshet, a cloudburst, or 
any similar accident, a dam built six feet 
higher than it was calculated for would 
be an anxious responsibility. The safe 
limit is that originally allowed, 210 feet. 
The association also overlooks the fact 
that at the south end of the dam, across 
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than has'‘ever been constructed in stone, 
one abutment the solid rock of the hill- 
side and the other'a wall of masonry 
150 feet high, the end of the dam, in 
fact, subject to the quiver and tremor 
impossible to overcome in any dam when 
a great volume of water is flowing over 
it. This is a very dangerous experiment, 
a masonry bridge with a flattened span 
200 feet long, one end fixed and the other 
vibratory. As the principal, if, not the 
only, reason for adding six feet to the 
height of the dam to enable this 
bridge to be built of stone, instead of 
the steel span proposed by Mr. FTELEY, 
there would seem to be something here 
to investigate, to the end that the true 
inwardness of the change may be 
learned. The fact is that in considera- 
tion of changes made for one reason or 
another the plan now being carried out 
is wrong and dangerous. It is of vastly 
more consequence that errors of design 
and construction shall be guarded 
against than that the contractor shall 
be required to make the changes within 
a spetified time. Some of them should 
not be made at all. 
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Facts pertaining to the Jerome Park 
reservoir also invite attention. This is 
a large basin With rather uncertain bot- 
tom and sides. The original plan was 
to make these measurably tight and se- 
cure as to the sides against sliding or 
washing, but the capacity of the reser- 
voir to retain water was, and is, de- 
pendent upon an impervious lining of 
concrete. What the contractors are now 
doing is to substitute for this concrete 
lining, at greatly added cost, vertical 
retaining walls of masonry carried down 
to rock bottom. The real reason for this 
change will probably be found to be that 
there is a large profit to the contractor 
in masonry and none at all in earth- 
work. The substitution has in part been 
made, but it is not too late to determine 
whether there shall be further depart- 
ures from the original plan of the Je- 
rome Park reservoir—uniess, indeed, the 
benefit of the contractor is a condition 
paramount to the public interest. Mr. 
HILv’s standing as an engineer is not 
high enough to permit him té@ alter the 
plans of ALPHONSE FTELEY and ALFRED 
CRAVEN without expert professional su- 
pervision. 

The Merchants’ Association asks for a 
commission to discharge the duties of 
the Aqueduct Commission in dealing with 
the contractor and fixing his time limit. 
It would do well to broaden its rec- 
ommendation to include a commission 
to go over the whole subject of what has 
been done and what remains to be done, 
with especial reference to the wisdom of 
the changes of the plans of the dam, the 
spillway bridge, and the Jerome Park 
Reservoir. 


LETTERS TO THE EDITOR. 

It would be difficult to overestimate 
the popular interest or the educational 
value of the letters to the editor for 
which THe New York Times finds space 
from day to day, and especially in its 
Sunday edition. It detracts nothing 
from the qualities attributed to these 
voluntary contributions that very often 
those who write them are mistaken and 
express views which will not bear crit- 
ical scrutiny. The great mass of thought 
which goes to make up public opinion 
never was inerrant and never will be. 
If it was most of the intellectual pleas- 
ure of life would be lost in the deadly 
monotony of concurrent thinking. That 
thinking oh any subject is concurrent 
only in the chronological sense, and that 
the minds of thinkers do not work alike, 
is very clearly shown by the great di- 
versity of apparently irreconcilable opin- 
ions which any statement of enough 
general interest to focus popular atten- 
tion is likely to call out. The editorial 
writer who flatters himself that he has 
said something as indisputable as a 
mathematical axiom is pretty sure to 
have some surprises when he finds that 
from one to half a dozen intelligent and 
thoughtful readers differ with him, and 
each for a different reason. Some will 
know more about the subject than he 
possibly can; others know much less 
than he obviously does; but in setting 
him right all are in deadly earnest and 
most of them, have something to say 
which is well worth reading, if for no 
better reason than that it reflects at 
least one phase of public opinion which, 
whether right or wrong, is of interest 
and value to the people who hold it, 


One of the useful lessons to be learned 
by the editorial writer from letters to 
the editor is that even when disposed to 
touch lightly and playfully topics which 
seem to him to admit of humorous treat- 
ment, he would do well to remember that 
the world is full of serious-minded peo- 
ple who do not see the humorous side of 
anything, and that to some, and perhaps 
many, the only proper way to consider 
any fact is in its moral and ethical as- 
pects, thoughtfully and if need be pray- 
erfully. His pleasantries cannot fail to 
give as much pain to some as they may 
be assumed to give pleasure to others. 
It may be that those who are pained 
overlook the fact that others have the 
same right to be gratified that they 
have to be grieved, and that perhaps in 
the last analysis there is as little good 
reason for the one as for the other. 


But the advantage of this diverse crit- 
icism is not a monopoly of the editorial 
staff. The general reader may find it 
usefully edgational to note that what 
he condemns and repudiates others ap- 
plaud and approve, and that what may 
not interest him at all is for another a 
truth of deep and impressive signifi- 
cance. From this he may learn that the 
making of a newspaper is a delicate and 
difficult responsibility; that its value 
is not to be judged by what one writer 
may say to-day or another to-morrow, 
but by the evidénce it gives of a con- 
scientious and intelligent purpose to re- 
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getting the fact that on no subject 
would a general consensus of opinion 
show even an approximation to agree- 
ment. 


THE RANK AND FILE. 


The warm eulogies passed upon the 
army in our columns yesterday by two 
distinguished officers, by Gen. Brooke 
on the eve of his retirement and by Gen. 
MACARTHUR, whose retirement is not 
very distant, are very significant. There 
is little doubt that the great majority of 
officers of the army, if they were equally 
at liberty to express themselves, would 
express themselves in the same way, and 
would concur in Gen. Brooxa’s sentiment 
that the actual army is ‘“‘the best we 
have ever had.” 

That is saying a great deal, and it im- 
plies that the material of the army, the 
rank and file, has never been so good as 
now, for the nucleus of instructed “ offi- 
cers and gentlemen” is what it has al- 
ways been. We believe that the infer- 
ence would be quite legitimately drawn. 
Whoever visits an army post must be 
struck by the fact that the aspect of the 
enlisted men he sees, apart from their 
military bearing, is at least not of less 
comeliness and inteHigence than that of 
the average young man of the street, or 
even of the.farm. It seems plain that 
recruiting is done with care and selec- 
tion, and that an enlisted man in the 
United States Army is much more than 
mere “ food for powder.” 

Certainly one would expect that to be 
so. The American soldier is by far the 
best-paid soldier in the world. We be- 
lieve he would turn out to be so, even 
if an international comparison of the 
wages paid in civil occupations were 
made and taken into the account. He is 
also by far the best fed, the best clothed, 
the most considerately treated. And the 
conditions of his service are made by his 
officers as attractive as they can be 
made, consistently with the maintenance 
of discipline, 

And what we should expect from the 
conditions of the service proves to be so 
in fact. We have had an international 
competition in discipline and self-re- 
straint among the expeditionary forces 
in China, and the American soldier came 
out first. It is true that the W. C. T. U. 
holds that he has not enough self-re- 
straint to be trusted with a glass of beer 
at the post exchange under the eyes of 
his officers. But this a priori view by 
no means coincides with the judgments 
of men who have seen him at work. 
When the Tokio correspondent of The 
London Times wrote that of all the allied 
troops in China, the Americans bore the 
palm for good behavior and discipline, 
he paid a tribute to the men as well as to 
their officers. And his own explanation 
was doubtless the correct one, that the 
self-respect and self-restraint of the 
American enlisted men came from their 
superior social and educational advan- 
tages. 

In the face of such testimony, the in- 
vidious comparison between regulars and 
volunteers, as if the untrained man had 
some intrinsic advantage over the 
trained, becomes too stupid for even a 
member of Congress ‘to employ any 
longer. They are all equally volunteers, 
for, as Adjt. Gen. CorBIN proudly and 
justly boasted at the centennial banquet 
at West Point, the regular army of the 
United States has never contained a con- 
script. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Those people who, when they read that 
Mr. JoHN D. CrRimmins had reported the 
condition of Ireland, as seen by him during 
his recent visit, to be “ surprisingly pros- 
perous,” ledped with amusing promptness 
fo the conclusion that all his time while 
in the island had been devoted to pink 
teas given by “ the quality,’’ and especially 
the alien part of it, must have been—or at 
least should have been—considerably dis- 
turbed when they perused the article by 
Mr. CRIMMINS which we published on Sun- 
day. In it he made no direct reference to 
his numerous critics, but he evidently had 
ther in mind, and he certainly reduced to 
nothing their theory that he had neither 
the inclination nor the opportunity to dis- 
cover the real condition of the real Irish 
at home. He went to Ireland, he said, for 
the very purpose of dinding out that con- 
dition for himself, and the story of his 
investigations proved that they were limit- 
ed to no single class, especially not to that 
in which alone, according to those who 
scolded him, he could have found any evi- 
dences of happiness, prosperity, or loyalty. 
We do not suppose, and Mr. CRIMMINS 
does not claim, that his examination was 
thorough, his deductions final. He is not 
a sociological or political authority, and 
he cannot object, any more than we should, 
if the accuracy of his deductions from ob- 
served facts be questioned and disproved, 
but he has a right to resent the charge im- 
plied by all those who. attacked his original 
statement—the charge that it applied only 
to a few rich and idle people with whom 
he had associated, to the complete neglect 
of the Irish population, properly so called. 
It is obvious that he did not relish the 
charity of those who ascribed what they 
called his mistakes to ignorance resulting 
from narrowness of view, and has pre- 
ferred to shift the controversy to the ques- 
tions whether or not he made an intelli- 
gent and painstaking effort to inform him- 
self as to the state of Ireland, and whether 
or not he reported truthfully and fairly on 
what he saw. For our own part, we should 
be- glad to believe that Ireland is either 
prosperous or advancing toward prosperity, 
and we cannot understand why such news, 
as news, should pain any except those to 
whom the island’s misfortunes have been 
politically or financially profitable. 


—All seafaring folk will note with in- 
terest the fact that up in Alaska members 
of the Coast and Geodetic Survey are de- 
termining longitudes by means of wireless 
telegraphy. This news will set mariners 
to dreaming of a day when every ship on 
every ocean will thus receive a résumé of 
the world’s happenings for the preceding 
twenty-four hours? No, they will not ex- 
pect as much as that, for a good while to 
come, at least, but will simply ponder the 
enormous benefit it would be to them to 
get daily one signal of the simplest sort, 
telling the exact moment of noon at Green- 
wich, Washington, or, indeed, any other 
known point of the earth's surface. That 
would make the determination of a ves- 
sel’s longitude a matter of no more diffi- 
culty than is at 
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would free many a long-voyage Captain 
from an ever-wearing anxiety. It would 
also add appreciably to the certainty and 
safety of ocean commerce, and so benefit 
us all. The present possibility of sending 
across the Atlantic signals of the sort re- 
quired for this purpose shows that it would 
not require more than half a dozen sta- 
tions, equipped probably at the shared ex- 
pense of all the maritime nations, to give 
& service of the sort required over all the 
Seven Seas. The receiving instruments for 
ordinary vessels could be of the simplest 
sort, and would not need to include appli- 
ances for sending signals as well as getting 
them, though, of course, the perfection of 
the system would not be reached until 
eyery ship could tell her whereabouts as 
well as learn it. 


——That it is absolutely impossible to keep 
out of the columns of even the most care- 
fully conducted newspapers an occasional 
story of the removal of a living frog from a 
human stomach, where the creature has 
remained and prospered anywhere from one 
to twenty years, is perfectly well known 
to all practical journalists. No newspaper 
man believes that a frog could live for a 
single day, or a single hour, for that mat- 
ter, in any of the more secluded recesses 
of the human body, and least of all in 
that chamber of marvelously destructive 
activities, the stomach, but the stories 
come to every newspaper office with un- 
failing regularity, and though many of 
them are “ killed,’”’ to use the sanguinary 
language of the craft, every so often one 
of them escapes the slaughterers and gets 
into print, to the great indignation of the 
judicious and the great joy of cynics. We 
were not surprised, therefore, when a few 
weeks ago several papers told how the 
usual batrachian had been extracted in 
the usual way from a patient at St. Cath- 
arine’s Hospital, Brooklyn, and was on ex- 
hibition there in alcohol for the confound- 
ing of all doubters. We were surprised, 
however, when the tale in all its beauty 
@ppeared in one of the New York medical 
journals, for we had supposed that they 
were safe from the accidents unavoidable to 
daily publication. We didn’t jeer at our 
learned contemporary, having suffered 
from frog stories ourselves, but American 
Medicine of Philadelphia is not so con- 
Siderate, and it has no end of sesquipe- 
dalian fun with its unfortunate brother. 
In the course of its frivolous discussion of 
the ‘“‘ gastrocoline commensal,’”” however, 
American Medicine Letrays a trade secret 
of which no hint, so far as we remember, 
ever reached the public before. ‘“‘ There 
is @ suspicion,” it says, after describing 
this specimen of what it calls “ Rana 
alucinationis,” ‘‘that Mrs. B. was the 
victim of a delusion, of some form of 
batrachophobla, for the relief of which 
deception lent ready aid.’ Well studied 
end shrewdly interpreted, that sentence 
gives the clue to all these frog stories—to 
all of them, that is, in which a real frog 
cuts any figure. For the cure of hysteria 
doctors have to stfetch their consciences 
hard, sometimes. 


—In Vienna there lives, or did at last 
reports, a young man who ought to get his 
name changed or alter his habits. His name 
is “ Papp,” and that, we hold, is unsuit- 
able for a young man who fights eight 
duels in one hour, which is what this one 
did, if the Vienna papers are to be trusted. 
Herr Papp is a Magyar, the brother of a 
prominent member of Parliament, and he 
is a successful as well as a frequent duel- 
ist, for in his latest and longest series he 
severely wounded with his sword the first 
seven of his antagonists and escaped from 
the eighth with only a slight puncture of 
his own skin. That any attempt to repress 
the ambitions—or change the name—of Herr 
Papp will be made by the Viennese is not 
hinted in the tales of his achievements. 
The authorities there seem to like both, 
which is new proof that there is no ac« 
counting for taste. 


AS TO “TABLE BOARDERY.”

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SENATOR W'LAURIN 
DECLINES JUDGESHIP 


His Decision Prompted by Criticism 
of a Newspaper. 


President Roosevelt Regrets the Sena- 
tor Was Influenced by It—Visit- 
ors at Oyster Bay. 


Special to The New York Times. 

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., July 21.—Senator 
McLaurin is one of the few who have re- 
fused to accept appointments under Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. The Senator, recently a 
visitor to the President at Sagamore House, 
has notified him that because of a news- 
paper clipping mailed to him by a consid- 
erate friend, he must decline the honor of 
filling the vacancy in the Court of Claims. 

The Senator says that the newspaper 
clipping, which he inclosed, accuses him 
of seeking appointment and of eagerness 
to accept it as a reward for his support of 
the policy of the Administration in keeping 
the flag flying where American soldiers 
placed it, in the Philippines. 

The President expressed great regret at 
Senator McLaurin’s decision, ‘as he has 
been very desirous of appointing him to 
some office, believing that his experience 
in the Senate and his career as Attorney 
General of South Carolina peculiarly fitted 
him for a Judgeship in the Court of Claims. 
He hopes to appoint him to some other 
place of trust, not as a matter of reward 
for his support of the Administration, but 
for the ability he showed in proving that a 
Southern man may fight in the Northern 
ranks of a reunited people. 

He regards the accusation that Senator 
McLaurin sold himself for the prospect of 
getting such an office as the one that has 
been offered as outrageous, and regrets 
that the Senator paid any attention to it. 

The Rev. P. F. O'Reilly, rector of the 
new cathedral at St. Louis, who is on his 
way to Rome on a pilgrimage, called to 
see the President to-day and found that 
he was off on a long ride with his daugh- 
ter Alice. Father O'Reilly was accom- 
panied by his brother, M. R. O'Reilly, a 
broker of St. Louis and James O'Reilly, 
nephew of the priest. Father O’Reilly said 
that he would call on the President again. 

The Rey.. Peter McQueen, a Unitarian 
clergyman of Massachusetts and the au- 
thor of books regarding Cuba and the Phil- 
ippines, was one of the President's callers 
to-day. 

Representative William P. Hepburn of 
Iowa called to-night. His visit was to pre- 
sent the name of a candidate for a va- 
cancy in the Board of General ——— 
at New York. The salary is §7, a year, 
and the term is for Hfe. Frederick 8. 
Gibbs of New York to call on the Presi- 
dent to-morrow, presumably in regard to 
the same appointment. The story is that 
when Judge Ferdinand Jelke, Jr., of Cincin- 
nati visited the President Saturday he 
urged the appointment of an Ohio man for 
this place. 

Father York, a Long Island pastor, who 
delights in raising fine chickens, was an- 
other evening visitor. Shortly after his 
call a_crate of broilers arrived at Saga- 
more House bearing a tag with the in- 
scription: ‘‘ These are good to eat, and I 
hope you will enjoy them.” Father York’s 
signature was on this tag. 

Among the other callers this evening was 
Prof. Bliss, President of the American Col- 
lege at Beyrout, Syria. He came to ask 
the President’s a in the proposed ex- 
tension of the college, which was founded 
by the father of Prof. Bliss. President 
Roosevelt visited the institution some years 
ago, where he met Prof. Bliss.

GOV. TAFT LEAVES ROME| FEAR BRITISH FREE TRADE. | COLLISION 


He and His Party Received in Fare- 
well Audience by the Pope. 


HIS HOLINESS MOST CORDIAL 


Gives Presents to the Americans and 
Says He Is Pleased with the Re- 
sult of the Negotiations. 


ROME, July 21.—The Pope received Gov. 
Taft and the members of his party in 
farewell audience at noon to-day. 

The Americans drove in two carriages 
from their hotel to the Vatican. Judge 
Taft and Judge Smith wore evening dress, 
a3 prescribed by etiquette; Major Porter 
was in full uniform, and Bishop O’Gorman 
wore ecclesiastical robes. The Americans 
were received at the Great Door of the 
Vatican by the Swiss Guards, who ren- 
dered military honors. At the foot of the 
state staircase the Americans were met by 
Mgr. Bisieti, master of the ceremonies, 
who was accompanied by several other dig- 
nitaries cf the Papal Court. At the door 
of the Pontifical apartments the Noble 
Guards and Gendarmes rendered the cus- 
tomary honors, after which Gov. Taft and 
his companions were ushered into the pri- 
vate library. As soon as the door was 
opened the Pope went halfway to meet 
them, and greeted Gov. Taft with the 
greatest cordiality. 

His Holiness commenced the interview 
by saying that he was most satisfied and 
happy ut ‘the results obtained, and was 
confident that the negotiations would be 
the starting point of a complete and satis- 
factory soluion of the question under dis- 
cussion, He added that the Apostolic Dele- 
gate soon to be appointed would be in- 
structed most strictly and precisely re- 
garding the carrying out of the ideas de- 
termined upon between the United States 
and the Vatican, saying: 

“J will see that orders be given to him 
as to his work, over which I will watch 
pereonally.”’ 

. Turning the conversation, the Pope ex- 
pressed the highest esteem for American 
wethods of treating Church matters. In 
fact, he said, he had more than once point- 
ed to the United States as setting an ex- 
ample well worth copying. 

Gov. Taft thanked the Pope for the 
promptness and courtesy shown during his 
visit, and promised co-operation with the 
Apostolic Delegate in executing the busi- 
ness on the lines agreed upon at Rome. 
He expressed regret at the fact that the 
negotiations had been made the occasion 
for the circulation of false and even calum- 


nicus rumors in various papers and by 
some telegraphic agencies, which had 
given rise to unfavorable comments upon 
the Vatican. The Pope also protested 
againgt such false reports, but he philo- 
sophically declared that by this time he 
Was accustomed to that kind of misrepre- 
sentaticn. 

The Pontiff then rose with unusual activ- 
ity, walked with the Americans to the op- 
posite side of the room, and showed them 
the mosaic he is sending io President 
Roosevelt in return for the President’s 
present of a box containing his (Mr. Roose- 
velt’s) literary works. The mosaic is a 
cupy of Corridi’s well-known picture of 
Iecpe Leo sitting on the terrace of the 
Vatican gardens surveying Rome. It was 
made in the Vatican workshops. 

The Pcpe then gave Bishop O’Gorman an 
avtograph leiter to President Roosevelt. 

Members of Gov. Tuft’s party asked the 
Pope to bless several boxes of rosaries and 
ether religious mementos, which his Holi- 
ness did most willingly, adding that his 
benediction was extended to ail their rela- 
tions and friends. 

To mark his satisfaction at the success 
oi the negotiations( the Pope presented to 
each member of Goy. Taft’s party a per- 
scnal gift, inclosed in a magnificent mo- 
rocco case adorned with the Papal arms. 
Gov. Taft received a gold quill pen of ex- 
quisite workmanship, with the Pope’s coat 
of arms on the feather. To Bishop O'’Gor- 
Man was presented a pectoral cruss set 
with rubies and amethysts, and having a 
curmeo centre bearing the figure of the 
Virgin surrcunded with pearls. Judge 
Smith and Major Porter both received a 
gcld jubilee medal. The Pope gave Mrs. 
Taft an enamel reproduction of the an- 
cient painting of St. Ursula surrounded 
by her virgins. 

After forty minutes’ audience, in which 
the conversation was entirely carried on in 
French, Bishop O’Gorman and Major Por- 
jer translating, the Pope saw the Amer- 
icens to the door of the library. 

Taft and his companions then called 
on the Papal Secretary of State, Cardinal 
Rampolla, with whom they exchanged

LONDON COSTERS’ PLAINT. 


They Say Italians Are Ruining Their 
Business—Want the Government 
to Interfere.

LONDON, July 22.—The wail of the 
English costers because of the alleged 
unfair competition of imported labor re- 
ceived an official hearing at yesterday’s 
session of the Commission which is in- 
quiring into the evil effects of alien im- 
migration. If H. W. Blake, who has been 
President of the Costermongers’ Federa- 
tion,“ does not exaggerate, the typical 
cockney coster, with his rabbit-skin cap 
and many buttons, is likely soon to be as 
extinct as Temple Bar and the nurses of 
the Sairey Gamp type. 

Italians, who work for three shillings 
a week, sleep in stables and eat scraps, 
are, it is said, ruining the coster’s trade. 
These Italians do not respect the rules 
of the game; occupy another man's 
“pitch,” as the coster calls the spot he 
habitually occupies with his cart; under- 
sell, cheat, and grow prosperous. 

The 50,000 London costers fear utter 
ruin unless the Government crushes the 
Italian bogus costers and permits the 
genuine costers to do a Sunday morning 
trade, which the East End Jews do with 
impunity. 

Mr. Blake declared that a bitter feeling 
was growing up, and serious conse- 
quences might ensue.

LONDON, July 22.—For a considerable 
time, says the Vienna correspondent of 
The Times, the German press, whose in- 
fluence extends to the German portions 
of Austria, Switzerland, Holland, and 
Scandinavia, and even to Hungary and 
the Balkan States, has been engaged in 
exciting fears in regard to the imminence 
of an impending renunciation by Great 
Britain of her free trade policy. This is 
represented as a serious danger for the 
countries which depend largely on the 
open markets of the British Empire. 

The idea has been so _ effectively 
worked, says the correspondent, as to 
convince many foreigners that the battle 
for free trade has been practically lost 
in England. It is evident that this spec- 
tre, which is probably considered a more 
effective bogy than the ‘“ American

threatened States and Germany.

DISPROVES DR. KOCH’S THEORY. 


PARIS, July 21.—Dr. Garnault, who on 
June 17 inoculated himself with matter 
taken from a consumptive cow in order 
to disprove Prof. Koch's theory that it is 
impossible for human beings to catch 
tuberculosis from cattle, has written to 
the Temps announcing that the inoculation 
has produced tuberculosis tumors. He says 


this proves that man is quite as susceptible 
to bovine tuberculosis as any other animal. 

Dr. Garnault again inoculated himself on 
July 15, by inserting under the skin of his 
left arm a fragment of tuberculous matter 
from the liver of a diseased cow. The sec- 
ond inoculation was performed because he 
feared that the tuberculosis of the skin re- 
sulting from the first experiment would 
remain too long superficial. 

The second form of inoculation, 
performed on a_ guinea pig, 
causes death within eight weeks. 
will give an idea of the risks Dr. 
rault is running. 


RANGE CATTLE PLENTIFUL. 


Special to The New York Times. 

OMAHA, Neb., July 21.—Never before has 
the run of range cattle equaled. that re- 
ceived here last week, and especially is 
this surprising when the earliness of the 
season remembered. The range cattle 
are coming to market three weeks earlier 
than usual this year. This is due partially 
to the high prices prevailing at present and 
of which the shipper wishes to take advan- 
tage, believing that a fall will come when 
the market is flooded with the rangers. 
The removing of the illegally constructed 
fences across miles and miles of the open 
ranges leaves the cattle almost at the 
mercy of chance, as there are not suf- 
ficient herders on the plains to properly 
care for them. 

Last week, owing to the heavy receipts 
of the range cattle, prices on this market 
fell $1. Jery few corn-fed cattle are 
coming to market now, and packers are 
not expecting any. The large numbers of 
range cattle which will be thrown on the 
market within the next few weeks probab- 
ly will cause a still further decline in 
prices.

Excursion 
Passengers, Cut 
Sunk by a Tug. 


HAMBURG, July 21.—The steamship 
Primus of Hamburg, with 185 passengers 
on board, was cut in two and sunk oy the 
tug Hansa in the Elbe at 12:30 o’clock this 
morning. So far as is ascertainable be- 
tween fifty and sixty persons were 
drowned. 

The Primus was an excursion steamer 
from Buxtehude, (Province of Hanover, 
Prussia.) Among her passengers were the 
members of the Hilbeck Male Choral So- 
ciety. 

At the time of the accident the Primus 
was crossing the river channel near Blank- 
enese from the southern into the northern 
fairway. According to witnesses aboard 
the Hansa, the mvuvement was made too 
precipitately, The Hansa endeavored to 
push the Primus ashore, but the tug soon 
grounded and the ships parted. The Primus 
then sank. 

The terrible panic that occurred on the 
Primus when the Hansa struck her ren- 
dered the efforts to save the passengers 
almost useless. Fortunately, the steamer 
Delphin came up immediately, and suc- 
ceeded in saving sixty of those on board 
the sinking steamer, while other boats as- 
sisted in the work of rescue. A number of 
persens were saved by means of boats and 
ladders from the Hansa. 

Sceme of the survivors furnish graphic 
éescriptions of the awful suddenness of the 
disaster. According to their story, the 


band was playing and many couples were 
dancing on deck when the crash of the 
collusion came like a thunderbolt. 

The vessel gave a great list, her deck 
taking such an angle that it was impossible 
for the passengers to keep their feet. Those 
below scrambled up the companionways, 
but most of the persons in the saloon were 
drowned. Men fought for their own safety 
regardless of others. In the midst of the 
confusion the boilers exploded, adding to 
the horrors of the scene, and many persons 
are said to have been injured by flying 
splinters and metal, More of the Primus’s 
passengers would have been saved by the 
ropes thrown from the Hansa had it not 
been that before those who seized the ropes 
could be hauled on board they were pulled 
off from the lines they had grasped by 
other persons struggling in the water, and 
all were drowned in the hideous confusion. 

Many sad scenes were witnessed as the 
bodies of those lost were washed upon the 
beach or brought ashore by divers. It is 
asserted that divers have already recovered 
forty-five bodies, but as yet it is impossible 
to verify the death Mst. An attempt will 
immediately be made to float the vessel, 
and when this is done it is believed that 
more bodies will be found. é 

A large number of the survivors were in- 
jured, though not seriously. 

The disaster has caused deep gioom here. 
Many children lost both their parents. The 
Choral Society, which was on board the ex- 
cursion steamer, consisted mainly of work- 
men. There were no foreign passengers. 

Capt. Petersen of the rimus swam 
ashore here and gave himself up to the po- 
lice. Capt. Sachs of the Hansa also sur- 
rendered. 


MINNIE HEALY MINE CASE. 


Montana Supreme Court Restrains F. 
Augustus Heinze et al. from Work- 
ing Property. 


Special to The New York Times. 

HELENA, Mon., July 21.—The Supreme 
Court to-day assumed the injunction asked 
for last May by Miles Finlen, or his suc- 
cessor in interest, the Amalgamated Cop- 
per ° Company, restraining F. Augustus 
Heinze, the Montana Ore Purchasing Com- 
pany, and the Johnstown Mining Company 
frcm mining in the Minnie Healy Mine 
pending the determination of the appeal 
from Judge Harney’s decree in the celebrat- 
ed case. The injunction becomes effect- 
ive upon the Amalgamated furnishing a 
satisfactory bond in the suit of $300,000. 

The decision of the court in this Iim- 
portant case was prepared by the Chief 
Justice, and is unanimous. The court 
orders further mining operations in the 
Minnie Healy suspended without attempt- 
ing to pass on the merits of the decree of 
Judge Harney, as that point was not raised, 
the court arriving at the conclusion that 
the case is a proper one for it to excrcise 
its appellate jurisdiction and prevent any 
more of the property being removed until 
the title to the mine can be finally ad- 
judicated. Unless the case is advanced on 
the docket it will be two years before an 
opinion is rendered. 

In substance the court in an unanimvus 
opinion holds that Heinze should be re- 
strained from operating the mine because 
at the rapid rate Heinze is abstracting ore, 
and the manner in which the workings are 
left, the Amalgamated would lose whether 
the final decision was favorable or not. 
About 300 men will be thrown out of work. 


PIE FAMINE THREATENED. 


Makers Object to Start Work at Mid- 
night and Go on Strike. 


Ali the members of the New York Pie 
3ekers’ Union, who make most of the pies 
eaten by Ncw Yorkers, went out on strike 
last night, and to-day there threatens to 
be a shortage of pie. The grievance of the 
strikers is not that they are not paid 
enough for the pies they make, but that 
they haye to make them at inconvenient 
hours. 

It has been the custom for the bakers to 
begin their day’s work at midnight, in 
order that the pie-eating public might have 
fiesh pies every day. For this work the 
pay has been from $14 to $28 a week, ac- 
cording to the piemaking skill of the em- 
pioye. The piemakers now demand that 
they receive the same remuneration and 


begin work at 7 o’clock in the morning, 


wcrking for ten hours, as heretofore. 
This demand the pie companies have re- 


fused to agree to, claiming that many 
kinds of ple, especially those in which milk 

s a principal ingredient, cannot be kept 
fiesh for more than a day during the hot 
weather. Were she men to begin work 
only at 7 in the morning, they say, it would 
be impossible to deliver the pies of that 
ae bake for consumption untill the next 

ay. 

In the meantime the companies who 
n.ake pie are engaging men to take the 
piaces of the strikers, and declare that 
vhile for a day or two their product may 
lack some of the exterior. excellence of 
the past—there may be no frills and crimped 
edges on the crust—the interior qualities 
will be up to standard. In other words, 
it will still be pie like mother used to bake. 
As for the strikers, they say that the burn- 
ing of soft coal during the coal strike will 
be as nothing to the absence of pie during 
the pie strike. 

Almost all the pies consumed in the res- 
taurants, hotels, cafés, and quick-lunch 
places of Greater New York are made by 
about half a dozen pie-baking establish- 
ments, including the New York Pie Baking 
Company, the Manhattan, Munson’'s, Con- 
sumers’, and New England Pie Companies. 
About 75,000 pies a day are turned out by 
these establishments. The present is the 
first time in the history of pie when there 
bas been a strike in connection with that 
industry. There are about 200 members of 
the Pie Bakers’ Union. 


Gen. William H. Barnes Dead. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 21.—Gen. Will- 
iam H. Barnes, one of the leading lawyers 
and one of the most eloquent orators of 
the Pacific Coast, is dead of hemorrhage 
of the lungs. He was sixty-six years of 
age. 

Gen. Barnes was the son of an officer 
in the United States Army, and was born 
Feb. 11, 1836, at West Point, N. Y. In 
1860 he was the law partner of Joseph H. 
Choate, the present Ambassador to Eng- 


land. u the civil war he served on 
Gea.

BERLIN, July 21.—Cabinet orders con- 
ferring decorations on about 300 Americans 
who were connected with the trip of Prince 
Henry of Prussia to the United States are 
in Emperor William's hands for signature.

The delay in preparing the list seems to 
have been due to the necessity of ascertain- 
ing beforehand whether persons in official 
positions would and could accept decora- 
tions.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


In the early part of yesterday the stock 
market was strong, advances being 
scored throughout the whole list; and in 
the latter part of the day there was 
weakness equally well distributed — net 
changes for the day being largely de- 
clines. Little news of importance de- 
veloped to explain the sharp reaction in 
the afternoon, almost the only item of 
any consequence, construable as any- 
thing else than bullish, being an engage- 
ment of something less than $1,000,000 
of gold for export. The City Bank is to 
be the shipper, which fact became re- 
sponsible for a variety of sensational 
representations, including proclamations 
that the entire Standard Oil contingent 
had become bearish, were selling stocks, 
and expecting a break. The foolishness 
of this is understood by all that part of 
Wall Street which cares to be observant 
and accept facts. And just why the 
shipping of a moderate amount of gold 
at this juncture should be made the pre- 
text for a market scare is comprehen- 
sible on no basis of sanity. We have the 
gold to spare—there has never been a 
time we could have spared it so well. 


This is not a good gold bugaboo time... 


More of the yellow metal is coming into 
this country as a.commercial import per 
month than we in all likelihood will have 
any occasion to ship for the rest of the 
year. 


The fact is that yesterday’s reaction 
was chiefly the result of active short 
selling upon the part of the smaller pro- 
fessional traders who haye not been in 
Sympathy with the current broadening 
and strengthening of the market. This 
is not their first venture to check the ad- 
vance, A fortnight ago they went short 
with similar aggressiveness. They were 
obliged to cover later at a loss of 5 to G 
points in conspicuous stocks. In this 
particular the market condition and at- 
titude of the lesser professional traders 
are pretty much identical with what ruled 
in the improving market that followed 
President McKinley's ‘final defeat of 
Bryanism. Every time the market then 
advanced Stock Exchange talent put 
pressure upon it and over and over again 
were able to force reaction—but the mar- 
ket none the less went straight forward 
to better and better figures till the re- 
sult was a record-breaking boom. WNa- 
tional prosperity beat pessimistic manip- 
ulation then; it can beat it now. 

Apropos of yesterday’s gold export an- 
nouncement, it may be pertinent to note 
that neither the shipment nor the sug- 
gested possibility of other engagements 
to follow had any effect upon the money 
market. Indeed, call rates yesterday 
were actually easier than they have been 
for some time, the high fugure of the 
day being 3 per cent., with the bulk of 
the loans between 2% and 2% per cent. 
And therein is the true test of the mar- 
ket—therein is reflected what actually 
the condition is. With the repeal of the 
war taxes operative and with new gold 
almost daily coming in, an export ship- 
ment here or there need not—will not— 
disturb. 


SOME GENERAL ISSUES. 


Rock Island sold *‘ex rights”’ yesterday, 
the initial transaction being at 180 as com- 
pared with Saturday's close of 190%. Later 
the stock rose to 181%, while the rights 
sold up from 9 to 9%. The Moore Brothers 
and their friends were credited with maklag 
the market for both the rights and the 
stock. They were generally supposed, ai 
the same time, to be selling Northwest, 
which dropped 8 points, closing only frac- 
tionally above the lowest price for the dav. 

Pool operations were resumed in Evans- 
ville and Terre Haute and the price was 
marked up, but without obtaining any pub- 
lic following.

Wants NA stag of Person from Whom 
Firm Bought Stock for His Account. 


Before Justice Hall, in the Supreme 
Court yesterday, arguments were heard 
upon the order obtained by the Haight & 
Freese Company to show cause why the 
application obtained by Reno R. Billington 
for William 8S. Yost for an examination 
of the ,firm’s~accounts should not be va- 
cated. : 

Yost gave the firm $400 to invest for him 
and was “ wiped out.” 
to know the name of the person from 
whom the firm had purchased the stock 
which he Had ordered it to buy. This in- 
formation the firm refused to give, justify- 
ing its refusal by an alleged contract. 

On the face cf the slips which the firm 
has for the taking of orders to buy or sell 
stock there appears a statement that the 
stock is to be bought or sold subject to 
conditions printed on the reverse side of 
the slip. On the reverse side, among these 
conditions there is one that the firm is 
not to be compelled to reveal the name of 
any client in any event. 

Yost signed one of these slips, and it is 
the slip which he signed which constitutes 
the basis fur the refusal of the firm to give 
him any information es to the investment 
of his money. \ 

It is contended by Yost's attorney that 
the alleged contract is of no effect, being 
in defiance of the law of the State which 
compels a brokerage firm to give its client 
any information as to the investment of 
his money which he may call for.

LIBBEY ESTATE PARTITION. 


The Castle, a Famous Landmark, on 
Fort Washington Ridge Road, 
May Be Sold. 


One result of partition proceedings that 
have been begun, affecting some of the 
holdings of the heirs of the late William 
Libbey in this city, may be the sale of 
Libbey Castle," on the Fort Washington 
Ridge Road, at about One Hundred and 
Ninetieth Street. Among the properties

On one 
of the highest points of ground on Man- 
hattan Island, overlooking the Hudson, its 
walls and turrets of massive stone con- 
struction have caused it to be for many 
years one of the most prominent and best 
known landmarks in the northern part of 
the city. 

Mr. Libbey died there very suddenly on 
the morning of election day, 1895, just after 
returning from the polls. He left three 
sons, Frederick A., Jonas M., and William 


Libbey, who is a professor at Princeton 
University.

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RIGHWAYMEN’S BOLD 
RAID IN PORT CHESTER 


They Keep Three Men Captive Dur- 
ing Burglary. 


JOKED WITH THE PRISONERS 


Traction Conductors and Car Barn Em- 
ployes Held at Pistol Point While 
Robbers Blew Open a Safe. 


Special to The New York Times. 

GREENWICH, Conn., July 21.+The 
Greenwich Tramway Company suffered the 
loss of $715 and valuable documents early 
this morning, when five burglars, two of 
Whom were doubtless adepts with the use 
of nitroglycerine, blew open one of the 
safes in the company’s office, one mile 
from Port Chester. They made a mistake 
by not blowing open the conductors’ safe 
in the car barn, for they could have gotten 
over $2,000 there. The cracksmen intended 
to crack that open later, but approaching 
daylight caused them to postpone that 
work. 

They held up three of the railroad em- 
Ployes, tied two of them with bell cords 
taken from the cars, scared another into 
submission, and drove two others back into 
the car barns, all at the point of revolvers. 
After firing six blasts with nitroglycerine 
the company’s safe door opened. The sil- 
ver and greenbacks were pulled out, and 
the highwaymen bid an adieu to their vic- 
tims and ran down the tracks to the fields, 
and it is presumed crossed the door yard 
of Charles A. Gould, where a launch was 
in waiting. 

By the time an alarm had been given they 
Were at a safe distance. The car barns 
and offices are in a lonely spot, with New 
Haven railroad tracks on one side and the 
trolley on an untraveled road on the other. 
To the east is a bolt works, and woods are 
to the west. In the barn close to a front 
window is the conductors’ safe, with an 
opening similar to that of a letter box, 
where slips and envelopes can be dropped 
in at any time a conductor completes his 
trip. In an office building 100 feet away is 
another where Cashier Goulden de- 
posits money previous to banking it at 
Port Chester. In the conductors’ safe last 
night was all the money which had been 
turned in all day. The office safe con- 
tained several hundred dollars, placed there 
Saturday night, receipts after banking 
hours, and a the exact amount 

- just*now unknown. 

Frank Turbany was the last 
in last night, and he lay down on a settee 
in the conductors’ 100m in the office at 
about 1:30. The plant was shut down and 
the place was in total darkness. It is the 
custom for the last men in to sleep there 
until morning, and, had yesterday been 
fair, a dozen or more would have lounged 
off there until daylight. 

WATCHER SEIZED AND BOUND 

Soon after lying down, Turbany said he 
heard the coor open and called out: ‘“‘What 
are you fellows doing here so early?"’ mis- 
taking them for fellow-employes. 

“That's all right,”’ was the answer, and 
the next instant Turbany found himself 
grasped by the throat and being tied fast 
by the leather belt cord to the settee. A 
handkerchiet was tied over his eyes, and 
then, after being warned not to cry out, 
one of the three burglars who confronted 
him said: *‘ Now, we don't want you. We're 
after the con.pany’s money. You can keep 
yours, for you've earned it. Every one to 
his trade, and this is ours.’ Turbany says 
he lay there for nearly a half hour, when 
he heard the dcor open and then a smash 
and a man fall 

It proved to be Robert E Curtiss, anoth- 
er conductor. How he was captured was 
told by himself, as follows: “I came to 
the office. lantern in hand, to see if Tur- 
bany wes there, and as I reached the door, 
I saw a man with a handkerchief over the 
lower half of his face. I made a swipe at 
him with my lantern and broke it orf his 
mead. Then something hit me back of the 
ear. I think it was a pistol butt, and 1 
fell. ‘You're a bad one,’ one of the bur- 
giars said, and he put me ina chair, pushed 
iny head back, and wound a bell cord about 
my neck and then tied it to the back of the 
chair. He then tied my hands and blind- 
foided me.” 

“Here comes another guy,”’ the burglars 
remarked again. At that James McGean, 
the night foreman, walked to the door and 
opened it, exclaiming “* Good morning, Car- 
rie.’’ The burglars replied. “How do you 
do” and one grabbed his hands and the 
other nearly strangled him. He was seated 
on a chair, but was left untied. Then two 
of the masked burglars stood guard. One 
Sat on the back of a chair and the other 
on top of a marble wash basin. They 
showed their good nature first by unblind- 
felding their prisoners and treating them 
to cigarettes, which they ‘it for the cap- 
tives. ; 

“Now teil us which safe has the most 
money in. We're afraid we won’t have time 
to crack both,”’ said one, but the imprisoned 
men professed ignorance. They had watches 
and several dollars on their persons, but 
these were not disturbed. The men saw

@ver it, tools having been taken from the 
Wrecker car to do it, and pegs were driven 
in to fasten two horse blankets over the 
door, which deadened the sound. Befure 
each blast the cracksmen would tell those 
on guard. It was nearly 4 o'clock when 
they came in and said they were going. 

“We'd like to make you a present,” one 
said to Turbany. “ But if we did the other 
fellows might get jealous and squeal, and 
wwe can’t afford to give you all presents. 
Good-bye, till we come again.”” McGean 
released his companions and then hurried 
to the telephone and notified Superintendent 
Oscar Moulton, and he and President 
Charles Singer of Larchmont were there as 
poon as possible. 

When the Superintendent and Walter 
Sutton went into the room it was filled 
with blue smoke. The fireproof substance 
of the door lay in a pile on the floor, while 
the combination and lock were a few feet 

way. Not a thing remained in the safe. 

The iron door was still on its hinges. Of- 
ficers were notified in surrounding towns, 
but no clues have been secured. 

The railroad men describe all but one of 
the burglars as being short. One spoke as 
though well educated and one talked with 
@ negro accent. It is believed they are the 
same gang which blew open Armour & 
Co.'s safe in Stamford last Friday night 
@ud got only $50. Two men had been hang- 
ing about the car barn for two days, and 
their description tallies with that of two 
of the burglars who tied up the conductors.

Policemen Flood, McGrath, and Sheehan 
were attracted by the shot, and seized 
Hickey and Kennedy, who showed fight 


and had to be clubbed into submission, Aft- 
er a surgeon from Harlem Hospital had 
dressed the ‘wounds of the three.men, Jack- 


son was placed under arrest and all were: 


taken to the Harlem Police Court. 

When arraigned before Magistrate Crane 
on a charge of highway robbery and felo- 
nious assault, Kennedy and Hickey pleaded 
not guilty and were held in $2,000 each for 
trial. On hearing the sentence Hickey 
struck at Kennedy, claiming that he was 
responsible for the whole affair. They were 
separated by a court officer and hustled 
out into the prisoners’ pen.

HARBOR GARBAGE ODORS.

| Commissioner Woodbury Receives Dr. 
Lederle’s Barren Island Complaint. 


Street Cleaning Commissioner Woodbury 
received yesterday from Health Commis- 
sioner Lederle a“report by H. V. Walker, 
Chief Sanitary Inspector of Brooklyn, on 
the execution of the contract of the Sani- 
tary Utilization Company, which disposes 
of the garbage of New York City at Bar- 
ren Island. Complaints of nuisances due 
to the processes of the company have come 
from the Rockaways, Lawrence, Arverne, 
and Edgemere. 

Inspector Walker in his investigation 
found that the system of unloading scows 
and sorting their contents by a conveyor 
Was a source of vile odors, and he recom- 
mended that certain of this sorted material 
be buried or disinfected, that the capacity 
of the conveyor is not adequate to the 
volume of stuff delivered, that bad odors 
are the result of defective conditions in 
the digester, that proper care is not taken 
with this apparatus, that liquids released 
in the process are allowed to escape into 


shallow water and contaminate it, and that 
the discharge should be in deep water and 
at ebb tide. 

The report is supplemented by one by 
Chief Sanitary Inspector C. F. Roberts on 
the garbage crematory at Far Rockaway, 
which he found conducted so as to create a 
nuisance. 


NEW STREET WASHER IN USE. 





Commissioner Woodbury ,Has It in 


Operation on Fifth Avenue. 


A device that so far—in seven days—cleans 
asphalted streets more satisfactorily than 
old methods is being operated by Street 
Cleaning Commissioner John McG. Wood- 
bury in Fifth Avenue from Fifty-ninth 
Street to Washington Square. The basis of 
the scheme is a cylindrical tank, into which 
water is forced at a high pressure until it 
compresses an air cushion. Connected with 
the tank are valved tubes leading to the 
end of the vehicle, which has been called a 
street washer. 

When the valves are opened the cushion 
forces the water at a pressure of twenty- 
five pounds to the square inch down on the 
pavement at an angle to the street line and 
the pavement so as to cut its surface and

te, whence it enters the culverts. 

he water, to use a technical expression, 

cuts the gum’ instead of simply loosen- 
ing it, as ordinary street sprinkling does, 
and forces it to where it can be disposed of 
without _‘* heaping.” The washers have 
been tried with satisfactory results on 
Streets that are not paved with asphalt. 


NEW CONDUIT APPOINTMENT. 


Col. Monroe on an Inspection Tour 
Along the Long Istand Watershed. 


George R. Skilton has been appointed 
Superintendent of Conduits and Reservoirs 
by Col. Robert Grier Monroe, Commissioner 
of Water Supply, Gas, and Electricity. Mr. 
Skilton was Assistant Engineer of the de- 
partment, 

Col. Monroe on Sunday went with Deputy 
Commissioners De Long and Van Iderstine 
to Rockville Centre and thence over the 
west section of the Long Island watershed. 
He paid particular attention to the Hemp- 
stead storage reservoir and the site at 
Hover Brook of a filter plant it is proposed 
to install. 

Other places visited were Hempstead 
Pines and Smith's ponds and the pumping 


stations at the latier place and at Spring- 
field, the filtering plant at Jamaica, Fleral 
Park, where a site for a reservoir has been 
planned, and the Ridgewood pumping sta- 
tion. Col. Monroe will shortly go over the 
sround again with the Chief Engineer of 
the department te increase his technical 
knowledge of the watershed. 





Mayor Low Approves $1,052,000 Resolu- 
tion for the Grand Boulevard. 


The resolution providing $1,052,000 for the 
Grand Boulevard and Concourse in the 
Bronx was signed yesterday by Mayor 
Low. The Concourse will unite the park 
system of the Bronx and Central Park and 
extend four miles, with a width of 133 feet 
from One Hundred and Sixty-first Street 
and Moit and Waiton Avenues, to the 
Mosholu, Parkway. 

About $5,000,000 more is to be spent on it, 


and the total cost four years hence will be 
about $12,000,000. 


PARK FLOWER SHANTY GOES. 


Public Protests Induce Commissioner 
Willcox to Revoke the License. 


Commissioner Willcox has silenced the 
opposition to the flower shanty at Central 
Park West and Eighty-sixth Street by re- 
voking the license which was given to 
Stiero Bucheros, the Greek. The revocation 
takes effect on Aug. 1 next. 

The CommisSioner in speaking of the 
matter yesterday said: 

“There seemed to be a real public de- 
mand for the flower booth, and I, therefore, 
granted a permit to maintain it. It is a 
little difficult to tell just what the public 
wants in these matters. There are few, 
perhaps, who do not now find the candy 
stand and the restaurants in the Park a 
real convenience. Personally I am opposed 
to them. I would not sell anything in the 
Park. 

**In spite of all that could be done, flow- 
ers have been sold at the Eighty-sixth 
Street entrance to the Park for a long time 
past. There appeared to be many entering 
at that spot who wished to buy flowers. 


Applications have frequently been made to 
me by flower vendors to erect a flower 
stand there, but I always refused. From 
what I could learn, boys with flowers to 
sell returned and returned again, in spite 
of all threats. That finally brought the 
fact home to me that perhaps the public 
wanted to buy flowers there. 

“When the Greek was given the ‘permit 
he was informed that it was of a tentative 
nature; that it was Hable to be revoked. 
That if I discovered that the public did not 
want it, away it must >. 

“It appears the public does not want it, 
and of course away it must go. I have no 
feeling in the matter either way. I thought, 
however, that if anything near the Park 
could be sold with propriety it would be 
flowers.” 

Up to late yesterday afternoon the vigi- 
lancegcommittee, which, it was said, might 
be seht by the Knights of Labor to demol- 
ish the shanty, had not appeared.

SUIT TO 


Woman Acquitted of Murder Com- 
plainant Against Lawyer. 


Mary A. A. Frey, Formerly Fleming, 
Asks for Return of Balance of 
Money Withdrawn from Deposit 


—Denial of Charges. 


In the United States Circuit Court yester- 
day an action was instituted by 8. Living- 
ston Samuels in behalf of Mary A. A. Frey, 
known formerly as Mary Alice Almont 
Fleming, against John C. Shaw, an attorney 
of this city, to recover $40,399.38, which, as 
alleged, was converted wrongfully by the 
defendant. Forgery is mentioned in one of 
the allegations. 

Mrs. Frey was accused in 1896 of the 
murder of her mother. The charge was thut 
she sent poison in a can of clam chowder. 
She was acquitted, and it was said that she 
went to the gold fields of the Klondike to 
commence life anew. 

Before the trial Mrs. Frey engaged Mr. 
Shaw as her counsel. After the trial, ac- 
cording to the complaint, he withdrew 
money deposited for his client with the 
Chamberlain &nd paid to Mrs. Frey $40,- 
$15.21, claiming, as alleged, the remainder 
for his fee and disbursements. 

In her complaint Mrs. Frey declares that 
she is a resident of New Jersey; that the 
amount on deposit with the Chamberlain 
was $60,428; that the defendant, acting as 
her attorney; presented to Justice Andrews 
of the Supreme Court a written petition 
purporting to be signed and verified by her, 
wherein application was made for an order 
directing the Chamberlain to pay over the 
trust fund, and that $61,333.27 was paid to 
him. 

“The signing and presenting of the peti- 
tion,’’ according to the complaint, “ were 
made without the knowledge or consent of 
the plaintiff, and were made by the de- 
fendant deceitfully and with the intent on 
his part to deceive the said court and this 
plaintiff, and to defraud the said plaintiff 
out of the moneys aforesaid.” 

Mrs. Frey has declared that Shaw became 
liable to her for the amount received with 
interest, amounting to $80,714.53, and that 
rio part of that sum has been paid, except 
$40,315.21. Judgment has been demanded 
for $40,300.38 with interest and for treble 
damages. 

Mr. Shaw, when seen yesterday, said of 
the case: ‘‘ That Frey woman has no case 
whatever. Every cent of the $61,333.27 was 
paid out toward the expenses of her trial. 
I have recepits which will show where all 
the money has gone, and I'll show them in 
court.-As far as her not signing the order 
for the money is concerned, I shall simply 
say that I have her signature for the entire 
amount.” 


ROOT COMPLIMENTS BROOKE. 


Says His Record Should Prove an In- 
spiration to Young Officers. 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—Secretary Root, 
in announcing the retirement of Gen. 
Brooke to-day, said in an official bulletin: 

“The retirement from active service this 

date, by operation of law, of Maj.-Gen. 
John R. Brooke, United States Army, is 
announced, terminating a period of over 
forty years of efficient, honorable, and dis- 
tinguished service on the active list of the 
volunteer and regular army. 
*Gen. Brooke volunteered his services, 
and was commissioned by the Governor of 
Pennsylvania in the Fourth Regiment of 
Infantry from that State, at once upon 
the call of the President for volunteers 
following the attack on Fort Sumter. He 
was subsequently commissioned Colonel of 
the Fifty-third Pennsylvania Volunteers, 
‘in November, 1861, and was appointed Brig- 
adier General of Volunteers by President 
Lincolg, May 12, 1864, for distinguished 
services in the battles of the Wilderness 
and Spottsylvania Court House. 

He was twice severely wounded—in the 
battle of Gettysburg, July 2, 1863, and in 
the battle of Cold Harbor, June 3, 1864— 
and was brevetted Major General of Volun- 
teers for gallant and meritorious services 
in the battle of Tolopotomy and Cold Har- 
bor, Va. He resigned from the volunteer 
service Feb. 1, 1866, and entered the regular 
service with the grade of Lieutenant Col- 
onel of Infantry July 28, 1866; was commis- 
sioned Colonel in 1879, Brigadier General in 
1888, and Major General in 1897. He was 
brevetted Coionel and Brigadier General, 


United States Army, March 2, 1867, for 
gallant and meritorious services in the bat- 
tle of Gettysburg and Spottsylvania Court 
House, respectively. 

“In the beginning of the war with Spain 
he was assigned to the command of an 
army corps, and in July, 1898, sailed in 
command of the troops embarked for Porto 
Rico, and after the declaration of truce, 
in August, 1898, was in command of all of 
the troops in that island to December, 1898. 

*“*He was Chairman of the commission to 
arrange for the evacuation of Porto Rico 
by the Spanish troops, and from Dec. 28, 
1898, to Dec. 20, 1 , Gen. Brooke was in 
command of the Division of Cuba, and as 
Military Governor of the island, under cir- 
cumstances of great difficulty, rendered 
faithful and effective service. 

“During his long service, Gen. Brooke 
has exercised important military com- 
mands, both in peace and war, and always 
with credit and honor to himself and to 
the country. 

“It is a pleasure to refer to a record 
such as this, which would serve as an ex- 
ample and an inspiration to every young 
officer who has yet to shape his character 
and career in the military service.” 


GEN. BROOKE SUCCEEDED 
BY GEN. MACARTHUR. 


Loving Cup Presented by His Staff to 
Retired Commander of the Depart- 
ment of the East. 


At noon yesterday Major Gen. John R. 
Brooke, commanding the Department of the 
East, was retired from the active service 
after an army career of forty-one years 
and three months. At the same hour, Major 
Gen. Arthur MacArthur, ex-Commander in 
Chief of the forces in the Philippines, as- 
sumed command of the department, pend- 
ing the arrival of Major Gen. Adna R. 
Chaffee, the present Commander in Chief in 
the Philippines, who has been ordered 
home to command the department. 

Very little ceremony attended the de- 
parture of Gen. Brooke from Governors 
Isldnd. The Artillery Battalion was paraded 
in his honor and-a double line of sentries 
posted from his residence to the boat land- 
ing. As the retiring commander passed 
between the files arms were presented, 
and as he stepped aboard the launch Colonl 
Mitchell, which transported him across the 
bay to the Pennsylvania Station at Jersey 
City, the Artillery Band played “ Auld 
Lang Syne.” 

Gen. MacArthur, the temporary com- 
mander of the department, arrived at the 
island.shortly after 11 o'clock, coming over 
on the department ferryboat Trenton. He 
went at once to Gen. Brooke's residence, 
Gen. Brooke greeting him as he reached the 
steps, after which the two Generals re- 
tired into the house for a short consulta- 
tion. 

Gen. Brooke then repaired to the Adju- 
tant General’s office in the headquarters 
building to bid his staff good-bye. After 
the greetings, Col. Barry, the Adjutant 
General of the Department, surprised Gen. 
Brooke by presenting to him as a token 
of the esteem in which he was held by the 
staff, a silver loving cup. The cup is 
about 16 inches in height, suitably deco- 
rated, and bars the simple inscription: 


RECOVER A FUND 


“Presented to Major General John R. 
Brooke by his staff, July 21, 1902.” 

Col. Barry expressed the regret all felt 
in bidding him adieu, and Gen. Brooke, 
thanking the donors, spoke of the pleasant 
recellections of his staff and Governors 
Island he would carry with him into pri- 


vate life. 
At Fg MS the General boarded a 


train for Philadelyphia. He will remain for 
a few days at Rosemont, near Philadel- 
phia, which is_to be his future home, and 
will then join Mrs. Brooke at Bar Harbor. 

Owing to the coming army and navy 
manoeuvres, Gen. MacArthur will leave his 
headquarters in the Army Building, in 
Whitehall Street. This will make the trans- 
action of the business cognected with_the 
manoeuvres much simpler than if Gov- 
ernors Island were used as the directing 
point. The headquarters staff will remain 
the same under Gen. MacArthur as _ under 
Gen. Brooke, except that Capt. Kernan 
has been added as Gen. MacArthur's per- 


ronal aide. 


MUST TAKE BACK THEIR STOCK. 


Justice Hall Finds Against Prominent 
Men in Traders’ Insurance 
Directorate. 


Justice Hall, in the Supreme Court, to- 
day, handed down a decision in favor of 
the L. D. Garrett Company, in the suit 
brought by that corporation against the 
members of the Executive Committee of 
the Board of Directors of the Traders’ Fire 
Insurance Company of New York, whose 
bus!ness was purchased by the plaintiff to 
the extent of 65 per cent. of the stock at 
$40 a share, in April, 1900. The L. D. Gar- 
rett Company brought suit to have the con- 
tract annulled, to have the stock retrans- 
ferred to the original shareholders, and to 
be released from any liability, on the ground 
that the value of the business and the as- 
sets of the Traders’ Fire Insurance Com- 
pany had been overstated. 

The insurance business of the Traders’ 
Company was managed by the firm of 
Lockwood & Forman, as managers, ap- 
pointed by the Board of Directors under 
the provisions of its charter. About April 
1, 1900, the managers made a statement of 
the condition of the company, which showed 
a deficiency of assets of $77,957, which was 
presented to the Directors. 

It appeared in the course of the trial that 
immediately upon learning that the state- 
ment was false and the company bankrupt, 
Gen. Tracy returned the money which he 
had received for his stock. The remainder 
refused to do so, and as a result suits were 
commenced for an aggregate sum of $41,350 
against William A. Halsey, Howard Gould, 
Warner Miller, Levi P. Morton, W. E. D. 
Stokes, John Jacob Astor, Chauncey M. De- 
pew, Frederick Boos, George A. Helme, 
James A. Roberts, J. Seaver Page, J. B. 
Duke, J. J. McComb, William T. Baker, E. 
8S. Sutro, J. S. Silvers, John B. Simpson, 
G. W. Gail, W. A. Clark, W. T. Wardwell, 
and C. W. McMurran. 

“It cannot be supposed or argued for a 
moment,”’ the Justice said, “‘ that these de- 
fendants, knowing they had nothing to 
sell, intended to take the plaintiff's money 
and not only give it nothing for it, but put 
it in a position of having to pay the debts 
of the company in addition. Nor can it be 
supposed that if they, or either of them, 


had been aware of the facts as they now 
exist they would have offered to sell to 
plaintiff. It must therefore be concluded 
that defendants acied in mistake and 
ignorance of the real facts, and the evi- 
dence and reason certainly show that 
laintiff relied upon the statement abso- 
utely, and would not have made the pur- 
chase had it been aware of the true state 
of the case, and also that defendants 
knew, or should have known, that it was 
acting in reliance upon its truth.”’ 

Justice Hall said both the plaintiff and 
defendants were surprised and imposed 
upon, but that there must be judgment for 
the plaintiff against each of the defend- 
ants sued. 


MASSARANTI ART TREASURES. 


Appraisals Delayed by Size of Cases— 
Collection May Go to Baltimore 
by Water. 


The customs officials assigned to exam- 
ine and appraise the Massaranti collection 
of pictures and other works of art that 
arrived on the steamship Minterne, con- 
signed to Henry Walters of Baltimore, had 
not started the examination yesterday. 
This was because nineteen cases of the 
shipment are still on the Italian pier, at 
the foot of West Thirty-fourth Street. 


These cases are too big to go in either 
the Roussel Studio or the Parker Building, 
where the appraisals are to be made. Ar- 
rangements will be made to remove them 
to a suitable place of examination, and 
a appraisers expect to begin work Fri- 
ay.

A ZOO ON LONG ISLAND. 


Glen Island Interests Planning Amphi- 
theatre for Beech Lawn. 


The management of Glen Island is pre- 
paring plans for a permanent wild animal 
exposition which it expects will greatly 
surpass the famous zoological gardens of 
London and Berlin. For some time ar- 
rangements have been in progress for a 
large amphitheatre, which when completed 
will have a seating capacity of 10,000. In 
the centre will be two immense cages, each 
the size of the average circus ring, and in 
these the animals will give daily exhibi- 
tions. Agents have already been commis- 


‘sioned to procure animals in pairs from 


foreign countries, many of them to be of 
the rarest species in existence. 

The amphitheatre will be situated on Beech 
Lawn, on Long Island Sound. One of the 
objects of the idea is to insure better health 


for the animals, it having been proved 
that they are longer lived when given reg- 
ular exercise. The work of training has 
already begun. Trainers are engaged each 
morning in the big Zoo, putting the four- 
footed candidates through a course of 
sprouts lasting for three hours, and many 
of the animals have already become pro- 
ficient in a number of interesting “ tricks.” 
One of the acts now being rehearsed repre- 
sents a class at school, which is made up 
of a camel, a polar bear, a lion, a tiger, a 
leopard, and a dog.
